ORAL JUDGMENT: 

This is a petition under section 100(l)(d) of the Represen- 
tation of the People Act, 1951 (the Act) for a judicial scrutiny 
and inspection of votcn cast at the last Lok Sabha elections 
in Parliamentary constituency being 3. Jamnagar constituency. 
The election was held on March 19, 1977 with three candi- 
dates in the arena, the petitioner being one of them and 
Lhc other two being respondent Nos. 1 and 2. The counting 
of votes took place on March 20, 1977 ; and when the result 
of the first count was announced in the evening of that day, 
respondent No. 1 secured 1,21,821 votes, petitioner secured 
1,19,130 votes and respondent No. 2 secured 2,710 voles. 

2. As a result of a difference of about 2700 votes and on 
account of certain other grounds, the petitioner gave an appli- 
cation for recount which was granted by the Returning Officer 
at 10.00 p.m. in the same night. The recount was held there- 
after by the Returning Officer ; and the result of the recount 
was as under : 

Respondent No. 1 secured 1,21,790 votes. 

The petitioner secured 1,19,120 votes. 

Respondent No, 2 secured 2,706 votes. 

Thus the respondent No. 1 was finully declared elected. In 
the present petition, challenge to the election is based only 
on ground Nos. (iii) and (iv) of section I00(l)(d) of the Act, 
viz. that the result of the election in so far as it concerns res- 
pondent No. 1 has been materially affected by the improper 
reception, refusal or rejection of votea and reception of a 
votes which were void, or by non-compliance with the Rules 
made under the Act in connection with counting of votes. 

3. The grounds alleged for judical scrutiny and inspection 
of votes in the present petition may shortly be stated as 
under. Even though the result of the first count was announc- 
ed at about 6.30 p.m. and the petitioner had already given an 
application for recount, the Returning Officer i.e. respondent. 
No. 3 hesitated in taking decision on that application and 
did not take docision for about 3-1/2 hours*. Thus, uncertainty 
about the recount continued for such a long time. As a result 
of this, most of the counting agents of the petitioner who 
had assembled in the counting hall from early morning went 
out thinking that recounting was not to be given. When the 
recounting was ordered at about 10.00 p.m., good number of 
counting agents of the petitioner had gone out and, therefore, 
the petitioner requested respondent No. 3 to give time to 
get the counting agents who were out or to alow him to 
appoint new counting agents as the counting agents who were 
there from early morning had left. This reaueat of the peti- 
tioner was rejected by respondent No. 3. There was no ude- 

uate water facility or facility for lea in the premises after 
.00 O’clock ; and in the said circumstances the counting 
agents were required to go out for water, tea or little re- 
freshment as they were not sure whether recounting will be 
ordered or not. When the recounting was ordered at about 
10.00 p.m., the counting agents of the petitioner were waiting 
outside the premises and they were not being allowed to enter 
the premises and join the work of recounting because of the 
instructions issued by respondent No. 3. It was on this account 
that the petitioner had made the request to respondent No. 3 
to get the counting agents in ; and if some of them had left, 
to appoint new- counting agents. As the said request was 
rejected, the recounting which took place in the absence of 
good number of counting agents of the petitioner on various 
tables, has been materially affected and the petitioner was 
put to a handicap during recounting, The result was that the. 
petitioner could not get Inc necessary aid and assistance during 
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recount which he had a right to as a candidate. As the count- 
ing was taking place on different floors and in different rooms 
it wuu very difficult for the petitioner to get proper recounting 
made and to have proper scrutiny of the votes polled at the 
election. The difference as a result of the recount is of 2670 
votes which was less than the difference found in the fim 
count. This difference justifies the petitioner’s contention about 
improper reception of votes in favour of respondent No. 1 
and improper rejection and/or refusal of voles validly seemed 
by the petitioner as well as acceptance of void votes as valid 
votes in favour of respondent No. 1. The number of Buch 
voles was much higher than what was found at the first 
count. If the scrutiny takes place in compliance with the Rulcs 
as regarda rejection or acceptance of votes, then the petitioner 
was likely to get more votes than the votes secured by 
respondent No, L 

4. In paragraph 21 of the petition, about six grounds have 
been given, but during the trial, it become clear that the 
fate of this petition depends on the allegation that about 
50 to 60 counting agents of the petitioner were prevented 
entry into the counting premises by police after the recount 
was ordered. Therefore, it is the case of the petitioner at the 
trial also that he could not get proper assistance of counting 
agents for the purpose of scrutiny of votes during recounting. 
This is the sole ground on which the relief of judicial scrutiny 
and inspection of votes is now claimed at the end of the 
trial. 

5. The allegations made in the petition were all denied 
by respondent Nosi. 1 and 3 by their written statements. 
Thus, the petitioner was put to strict proof of the allegations 
made by him in order to claim judicial scrutiny. The main- 
tainability of the petition was also challenged by respondent 
No. I on account of certain defects pointed out in paragraphs 
1 and 2 of the written statement Exh. 13. 

6. Following issues were struck at Exh. 25. 

(1) Is the petition not maintainable on the grounds 
stated in paragraphs 1 and 2 of the written statement 
Exh. 13 filed by respondent No. 1 ? Jf so, can the 
defects relied upon on behalf of respondent No. 1 
be condoned ? 

(2) Is it proved that in some ballot boxes lese votes 

were found than what was reported to have been 

polled, whereas in other ballot boxes more votes 
were found ? If so, what is itu effect on the recount 
ordered by the Returning Officer 7 

(3) Ju it proved that the Counting Agents of the peti- 

tioner went out of the hall, and the petitioner 

asked for lime to get back the Counting Agents or 
to allow him to appoint new Counting Agents, and 
the same waa refused ? If so, what is its effect 7 

(4) Is it proved that the Counting Agents of the peti- 

tioner who were waiting outside the premises were 
not allowed to come in and to join the work of 
recounting as alleged in paragraph 16 of the 
petition 7 

(5) Is it proved that at the atari of the recount, suffi- 

cient number of Counting Agents of the petitioner 
were not present ; and, therefore, the petitioner was 
deprived of the necessary aid and assistance in rep- 
pcct. of recount as alleged in paragraph 17 and 
the end of paragraph 18 of the petition? If so, 
what is its effect 7 

(6) Was there a delay of about 3-1/2 hours in deciding 

upon the petitioner’s claim for recount 7 If so, 
what is its effect on the claim for recount before 
the court. 7 

(7) Ts it proved that ( in the recount, errors as alleged 

in paragraph 21(i) to (vi) were committed by the 
Returning Officer 7 

(8) What order 7 

7. After close of pleadings it was thought that this being a 
matter for judicial scrutiny and inspection, it can be disposed 
of on affidavits. Affidavits were filed on behalf of both the 
sides with their pleadings, The learned advocates had also 
agreed to the disposal of the matter on affidavit. Later on, 
however, in view of the provisions of section 87 of the Act 
it was decided to follow the procedure for the trial of a suit 
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which would, inter alia, include the right and opportunity 
of cross-examination, As the learned advocates for the parties 
wanted witnesses to be cross-examined, it was decided not 
to dispose of the matter on affidavits only, By agreement, it 
wag decided that when a deponent of an affidavit is put in 
the box as a witness, the affidavit filed by him will be treated 
as chief-examination with liberty to the party calling him 
before cross-examination starts to put other questions as may 
be relevant with the permission of the Court ; and on such 
chief-examination the crosa-examination will follow. A note 
to this effect was made by this Court on September 12, 1977. 
Thereafter 5 witnesses in all were examined on behalf of the 
petitioner including the petitioner and 5 witnesses were exa- 
mined on behalf uf respondent No. 3, the returning officer 
including the said respondent. No witness was examined on 
behalf of the successful candidate, respondent No, 1, Having 
considered the evidence on record and having heard the 
Arguments advanced on behalf of both the sides, my findings 
on issues are an under : 

(1) First parbpelhi 011 ™ maintainable ; later pail does 

not survive. 

(2) First part-not proved ; later part does not survive. 

(3) First part in the affirmative ; later part no effect. 

(4) Not proved. 

(5) First part-not proved ; later part does not survive. 

(6) First parl-thcre was some delay, but not necessarily 

of 3-1/2 hours; later pail no effect. 

(7) Not proved. 

(8) The petition is liable to be dismissed with costa, 

REASONS 

8. Issue No. 1. — In paragraph 1 of the written statement 
Exh. 13 tiled by respondent No. 1 it hag been contended 
that the petition was not presented in compliance with the 
requirements of section 81 of the Act and that the petition 
was not accompanied by the true copies of the documents 
and the copies supplied were incomplete in material parti- 
culars. In paragraph 2, the contention taken was that the 
petition did not comply with the requirements of section 83 
of the Act. The petition was not verified in the manner laid 
down in the Code of Civil procedure for the verification of 
pleadings ; and the annexures to the petition were not sup- 
plied and verified by the petitioner. In arguing thi& issue, 
Mr, Daru did not press the contention as regards verficiilion 
of the pleadings when he found that in the verification, 
affidavit below the petition, paragraph numbers remained 
to be stated, though the verification was split up into two 
parts viz. that was true to the knowledge of the petitioner 
and what was true according to his information and belief. 
The contention of Mr. Darn, however, was that 8 affidavits 
in Gujarati were annexed to the petition as annexures. They 
were collectively annexed as Annexure ‘D’ as the index to 
the petition shows. With Gujarati affidavits, their English 
translation was also annexed. Mr. Daru pointed out by pro- 
ducing a copy of the petition and the index given to him 
that the copies of these Gujarati affidavits were not supplied 
to respondent No. I at all. Hit? contention was that these 
affidavits in Gujarati which were annexed to the petition 
were part and parcel of the petition, and, therefore, the copy 
of the petition supplied to him was incomplete. He relied 
on the first part of section 81(3) of the Act for this purpose 
which, inter alia, states that every election petition shall be 
accompanied by as many copies thereof as there are res- 
pondents mentioned In the petition. The contention was that 
the petition in the present case consists of the petition and 
the annexures and as the copies of the annexures viz. Gujarati 
affidavits were not supplied, what was supplied to respondent 
No. 1 was an incomplete petition. This defect, in the sub- 
mission of Mr. Daru, was fatal, Mr. Daru made it clear that 
the copies of English translation were supplied along with 
the copy of the petition to respondent No. 1, but, in his 
submission, the translation is not a copy of the original 
affidavits. Secondly, it was contended that the copy of the 
application for recount which in produced in this case at 
Exh. 3 was supplied to respondent No. 1, but that copy did 
not contain the copy of the order passed below that appli- 
cation by the Returning Officer. The petitioner produced a 
true copy of this application for recount as Annexure ‘B’ ; 


and Mr. Daru pointed out that this Annexure ‘B’ contains 
the order of the Returning Officer, whereas the copy given 
to him which is produced by him along with the list does 
not contain any such order. Now, it is a fact that the eppy 
of Exh. 3 i.e. the application for recount supplied to res- 
pondent No. 1 does not contain the order made thereon by 
the Returning Officer. The submission was that this document 
is also a part of the petition having been annexed to the 
petition ; and, therefore, the copy of the petition supplied to 
respondent No. 1 was incomplete. Thus, this defect also falls 
in the first part of section 81(3) of the Act. Thirdly it was 
urged that the translations in English were in themselves 
misleading in some parts. This contention is based on the 
contents of the Gujarati affidavits filed by the petitioner and 
their English translation. It is pointed out that in Gujarati 
affidavits there is an averment about the deponent having 
gone out for taking Cha Pani (which was litcraly translated 
as tea and water by Mr. Dam). It was pointed out that in 
the English translation, there is reference to tea only and no 
reference to water. It was urged that this is materia!, because 
tea and water arc quite separate. Section 86(1) of the Act was 
pointed out in order to show that the High Court was bound 
to dismiss an election petition which did not comply, inter alia, 
with the provisions of section 81 of the Act, 


9. Now, it is true that copies of Gujarati affidavits were 
not supplied to respondent No. 1 and only English translations 
were supplied. It is equally true that in the copy of the ap- 
plication for recount at Exh. 3 supplied to respondent No, I 
the order passed by the Returning Officer is missing. The 
question, however, Is whether these annexures can be 
treated to be part of the petition so as to arrive at a con- 
clusion that the petition without these annexures or their true 
copies supplied to respondent No* 1 was incomplete. For- 
tunately for the petitioner there is a decision of the Supreme 
Court reported as Smt. Sahodrabai Rai Vs, Ram Singh Ahar- 
war and others A.I.R. 1968 Supreme Court 1079 which is 
very close to the point involved in this petition out of all the 
decisions cited at the bar. In that case, the appellant before 
the Supreme Court was the petitioner before the High Court; 
and she challenged the election of the successful candidate, 
inter alia, on the ground of corrupt practice, inasmuch, 
as the successful candidate appealed to religion through a 
pamphlat marked Annexure 4 A*. This pamphlet charged the 
Congress party with encouraging cow- slaughter and offending 
the Hindu Santimcnt. Details were given in the pamphlet 
about the number of animals slaughtered every day in 
Madhya Pradesh and elsewhere. In the body of the ejection 
petition, however, a translation in English of the Hindi pam- 
phlet was Incorporated. The original pamphlet was attached 
to the election petition and was marked Annexure ‘A’. The 
election petitioner proceeded to say in her petition itself that 
the pamphlet “form part of the petition’*. The successful can- 
didate after raising of the issues raised a special objection 
stating that the copy of the aforesaid pamphlet was not annex- 
ed to the copy of the election petition served upon him, and, 
therefore, the election petition was liable to be dismissed 
under section 86 of the Act. In this, an additional issue 
was framed as under — 

“Whether the election petition is liable to be dismissed 
for contravention of S. 81(3) of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1951 as copy of Annexure A to 
the petition was not given along with the petition for 
being served on the respondents”. 

The High Court held that the copies of the election petition 
served upon the respondents were not accompanied by the 
pamphlet which was an Annexure to the election petition and 
further held that in view of the provisions of section 86 
of the Act, the petition was liable to be dismissed. In view of 
this binding, other issues w r hich were struck between the 
artics were not gone into. The petitioner appealed to the 
upreme Court. The Supreme Court after referring to sec- 
tion 81 of the Act in paragraph 8 proceeded to observe as 
under : — 


“The dispute, therefore, is whether the pamphlet could 
be described in this case as a part of the election 
petition. The answering respondent says that it is 
so and was considered to be so by the election peti- 
tioner herself when she stated that it was to be read 
as a part of the election petition.” 
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iheir Lordships proceed further to state that the matter was 
not to be resolved on how the election petitioner viewed the 
mutter but from the point of view of the requirement of the 
Jaw on the subject. Then section 83 of the Act was repro- 
duced. Their Lordships then looked into the relevant pro- 
visions of the Code of Civil Procedure including the pro- 
vision for presentation of plaints and their verification as well 
as the provision as to annexing a list of documents, if any 
which the parly produces along with the plaint. It was further 
pointed out that according to Rule 9 of Order 7 of the Code, 
utter the plaint is admitted, the plaintiff has to present as 
ninny copies or plain paper of the plaint as there are defendants 
unless the Court by reason of the length of the plaint or the 
number of defendents, or for any other sufficient reason, per- 
mits him to present a like number of concise statements of 
the nature of the claims made etc. Their Lordships then 
observed : — 

"It will be noticed here that, what is required to be 
provided are copies of the pluinf itself or the con- 
cise statement according to the number of defendants. 
There is no mention here of any other documents 
of which a copy is needed to be present- 
ed to the Court. lor service to the defendants." 

Other provisions of the Code including the form for sum- 
mons in a suit were also considered. Then Their Lordships 
examined provisions of Section 81 of the Act; and found 
that the words used in that provision were only “the election 
petition”. There was no mention of any document accom- 
panying the election petition. Then the following important 
observations were made in paragraph 12 which given a clear 
indication as to the approach to be made in respect of similar 
contentions; 

“If the matter stood with only this sub-section there would 
be no doubt that what was intended to be served is only 
a copy of the election petition proper. Assistance is 
however taken from the provisions of sub-section (2) 
of Sec. 83 which provides that any schedule or 
any annexure to the petition shall also be signed 
by the petitioner and verified in the same manner 
as the petition. It is contended that since the pam- 
phlet was an annexure to the petition it was not only 
necessary to sign and verify it, but that it should 
have been treated as a part of the election petition 
itself and a copy served upon the respondents. Tn 
this way, non-compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 86(1) is made out. Tn our opinion, this is too 
strict a reading of the provisions. We have already 
pointed out that section 81(3) speaks only of the 
election petition. Pausing here, we would say that 
since the election petition itself reproduced the whole 
of the pamphlet in a translation in English, it could 
be said that the averments with regard to the pam- 
phlet were themselves a part of the petition and 
therefore the pamphlet was served upon the respon- 
dents although in a translation and not in original. 
Even If this be not Hie case, we arc quite clear that 
sub-section (2) of section 83 has reference not to 
a document which Is produced us evidence of the 
averments of the election petition but to averments 
of the election petition which are put in not in the 
election petition but hi (lie accompanying schedules 
of annexurcs. We can give quite a number of ex- 
amples from which it would be apparent that many 
of the avemenls of the election petition are capable 
of being put as schedules or unnexures. For example, 
the details of the corrupt practice there in the former 
days used to be sent out separately in the schedules 
and which may, in some cases, be so done even after 
the amendment of the present law. Similarly, details 
of ffic averments too compendious for being includ- 
ed in the election petition may be set out in the 
schedules or annexures to the election petition. The 
law then requires that even though they arc outside 
the election petition, they must be signed and verified, 
but such annexures or schedules are then treated as 
integrated with the election petition and copies of 
them must be served on the respondents if the re- 
quirement regarding service^ of the election petition 
is to be wholly complied with. But what \vt* have 
said here does not apply to documents which are 
merely evidence In the case but which for reasons 
of clarity and to lend force to the petition arc not 
kept back but produced or filed with the election peti- 
tions. They are In no sense on integral part of the 


averments of the petition but are only evidence of 

those averments and In proof (hereof 

would be streehiiifi the words of sub-section (2) of 
section 83 too far to think that every document 
produced as evidence In the election petition be- 
comes a part of the election petition proper/’ 
(Emphasis supplied;. 

In view of this decision which goes quite close to the facts 
of this case, it will not bo necessary to refer to the other 
decisions cited by Mr. Duru at the bur. Mr. Daru also tried 
to argue this issue on the basis of this decision pointing out 
that the affidavits in Gujarati were integral part oL the aver- 
ments in the petition, and specifically drew my attention to 
paragraph 25 of the petition in this eonnection. 

10. Now, so far as Gujarati affidavits are concerned as 
many as affidavits of eight different persons were annexed to 
the petition. These alliduvils are drafted in identical terms. 
Only the names and other details pertaining to the deponents 
vary. The concerned deponent slated in his worked in the 
he was a counting agent of the petitioner and worked In the 
counting hull during the first count. Then he said that the 
work of counting was over at about 6.00 or 6.30 p.m, and 
delay was caused by the Returning Officer in passing the 
order on the application- for recount. Ho then said that the 
period between the first counting and the order of recount 
being recess he had gone out with the permission of the con- 
cerned officer for tea etc, because there was no arrangement 
for water anywhere near the room where the counting was 
going on. Then it is said that the deponent tried to enter the 
counting hall after taking tea etc., but he was prevented by 
police; and, therefore, could not go inside. Then he went to 
the bungubow of the petitioner and contacted one Mr. Vi ram- 
garni who was a worker of the petitioner and toly him about 
this. Viramgami contacted the petitioner on phone and inform- 
ed him about what had happened, Even thereafter the de- 
ponent tried to enter the counting hall, but he was prevented 
from entering till recounting was over. Now as regards pre- 
sence of counting agents during the first count there arc aver- 
ments made in paragraph 10 of the petition showing inter alia 
that the counting agents had brought to the notice of the peti- 
tioner certain irregularities during the first count. There is also 
a specific averment as regards the delay of about 3-1/2 hours 
in taking decision about the recount by the Returning Ollicer 
in paragraph 14 of the petition. There is also an averment 
in that paragraph that counting agents of the petitioner who 
were there from early morning had left, and the petitioner 
requested the Returning Officer to give time to get his count- 
ing agents who were out.. There was also an averment in 
paragraph 16 in connection with absence of adequate water 
facility or facility for tea after 6-00 O’clock in the premises; 
and, therefore, the counting agents had to go out for water 
or tea or a little refreshment because it was hot season. Tn 
paragraph 16 also there is a specific averment that the count- 
ing agents were not being allowed to re-enter the premises 
because police were working under the instructions of the 
Returning Officer. Tn paragraph 17 there is an averment that, 
good number of counting agents of the petitioner were absent 
on account of this and could not take part in the recounting. 
Tn paragraph 25 the petitioner made it clear that the police 
officers on duty did not allow the counting agents to go 
in the premises where the recounting was taking place and 
this deprived the petitioner of the assistance which was his 
right and which ought not to have been refused. Then the 
petitioner stated in paragraph 25 as under ; 

‘The petitioner seeks Indulgence to append herewith 
the affidavits of some of the persons who had 
worked as counting agents of the petitioner on the 
day of counting i.e, on 20th March, 1977.” 

(Emphasis supplied). 

Having named the deponents of the affidavits, the petitioner 
proceeded to say in paragraph 25 : 

"These were duly appointed counting agents of the peti- 
tioner and thus are some of the counting agents 
who had gone out after first counting and would 
desire to come back and who requested to be 
allowed to come back and were not allowed by 
the police to enter the premises where the counting 
and recounting was taking id ace and in their affi- 
davits they have on oath staled the circumstances 
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in which they had gone out and how they were 
provented from assisting the petitioner in the work 
of recounting by not allowing the entry in the pre- 
mises. Annexed hereto and marked annexurc k D’ 
collectively are the 8 affidavits of the persons 
referred to above.” 

Reading the aforesaid averments in the petition as a whole, 
it is quite clear that the petitioner annexed Gujarati affidavits 
by way of evidence in support of the averments made in 
the petition. This is not a case, therefore, in which Gujarati 
affidavits can be termed as part of the averments of the 
petition, in fact, the affidavits by their very nature were 
pieces of oral evidence in support of the averments made in 
the Petition. The averments made in the affidavits refer to 
the averments which are already there arc in the petition. The 
words in paragraph 25 “The petitioner seeks Indulgence to 
append herewith” clearly show that the petitioner wanted 1o 
produce these affidavits as evidence in support of the aver- 
ments made in the petition. Mr. Daru for respondent No. 1 
however, urged on the basis of paragraph 25 that the peti- 
tioner has also stated in that paragraph that the affidavits 
of the deponents show the circumstances in which they ban 
gone out and how they were prevented from assisting the 
petitioner. In the submission of Mr, Daru, instead of repro- 
ducing the averments contained in each of the affidavits in 
this paragraph of the petition, the petitioner has annexed 
them ns part of the averments in the petition. There is no 
substance whatsoever in this argument. Whatever has been 
stated in the affidavits was already stated by the petitioner 
in the earlier paragraphs of his petition. The petition is a 
detailed petition consisting of 17 typed pages. It is not a 
petition setting out relevant provisions of law and the grounds 
for challenging the election and then staing therein that on the 
basis of the averments contained in the affidavits annexed 
to the petition the petitioner claims that the election of the 
successful candidate be set aside. Gujarati affidavits in this 
case being in no sense an integral part of the averments of 
the petition but being only evidence of those averments, 
failure to supply copies of these Gujarati affidavits does not 
result in contravention of the provisions of section 81(3) 
of the Act. The principle laid down in Sahodaraba’s case 
(supra) by the Supreme Court squarely applies to the facts 
of the present case. 

31. So far as the second limb of the contention of Mr. 
Daru on issue No. 1 is concerned, it may be stated that 
the copy of the application for recount is also produced as 
part of the evidence. It does not become an integral part 
of the petition. Reference to the application for recount 
is already made in the petition; and it is also stated in 
paragraph 14 that recounting was ordered. For the same 
reasons as staled above, therefore, the second limb of the 
contention on issue No. 1 raised by Mr. Daru must also 
fail. 

12. In view of the aforesaid finding, the next contention 
on issue No. 1 based on misleading translation of Gujarati 
affidavits must also fail. In fact, I do not find any thing 
misleading in this translation. There is no point in em- 
phasising the distinction between Shu Pani in Gujarati and 
tea in English. But apart from that, the English transla- 
tion docs contain an averment about absence of arrangement 
in the counting hall for water. It is thus clear that there 
is no breach of the provisions of section 81 of the Act in 
the present case. 

13. So far as the eontenion in paragraph 2 of he written 
statement at Exh. 13 relating to verification is concerned, 
Mr. Daru has rightly not pressed the said contention. The 
findings on issue No. 1 will, therefore, be in the terms men- 
tioned earlier. 

14. As regards first purl of issue No. 2, there Is no 
evidence worth the name; and no submission was made on 
this issue on behalf of the petitioner. Therefore, the first 
part of the second issue will be found in the negative; and 
the second part will not survive. 

15. So far as the third issue is concerned, looking the 
language in which it has been framed, it must be answered 
in the affirmative. There is hardly any dispute about the 
fact that some of the counting agents of the petitioner were 
outside the hall. As regards the petitioner asking for lime 
to get them back or to allow him to appoint, new counting 
agents and refusal of that request, there is unimpeachable 
evidence consisting of the application Exh. 4 which was 


rejected by the Returning Officer. Therefore first part of 
issue No. 3 in view of the language in which it is framed, 
will be answered in the affirmative. We have to proceed 
on the basis that some of the counting agents of the peti- 
tioner had gone out of the hall and after recount was 
ordered, the petitioner asked for time to get the counting 
agents back or to appoint new counting agents as staled 
in Exh, 4 and that request of his was rejected by the Return- 
ing Officer. However, fn view of the failure of the petk 
tionev to prove issue No. 4 it is quite clear that the order 
passed by the Returning Officer below Exh. 4 has no effect 
on the result of this election. Tho result of the election 
finally declared cannot be set aside on the basis of the appli- 
cation Exh. 4 and the order passed thereon. It was upto 
the petitioner to have kept his counting agents present for 
recounting and to have made arrangements to see that they 
remained present in good time before recount started. In 
this connection, the Returning Officer ha s stated in his 
evidence at Exh. 29 that the petitioner had orally requested 
him to postpone the recount till next morning and he rejected 
that request because he found it risky to preserve all the ballot 
papers in tact till next morning, (vide paragraph 93). It accept 
this part of his evidence. Thus, it is clear that the finding on 
the first part of issue No. 3 has no effect on the claim 
made in this petition. 

.16. Issue No. 4 is the centre of controversy in this peti- 
tion; and in a way the fate of this petition hangs on the 
decision of that issue. Issue No. 5 is related to issue No. 4 
in a manner and, therefore, it will be convenient to discuss 
both of them together. The evidence led on behalf of the 
petitioner as regards these issues consist of the petitioner 
himself at Exh. 27 and four witnesses. . . . who are depo- 
nents of the affidavits viz. Yogesh Bhatt (Exh. 5 ), Haribhai 
Rugnath (Exh. 6), Kantibhai Joshi (Exh. 7) and Vishunu- 
prasad Trivedi (Fxh, 8). The affidavits of these four wit- 
nesses are verbatim the same. In fact, Exhs. 6 and 7 appear 
to be carbon copies of Exh. 8. Only blank spaces relating 
to names and other particulars of the deponents have been 
filled in Exh. 5 though first copy of the typewriter, is verba- 
tim the same as other three affidavits. This, to my mind, 
is one infirmity in the oral evidence adduced by the peti- 
tioner. It is quite clear that each of the deponents was 
only doing a mechanical act of swearing a prepared and 
typed affidavit and that docs go to an extent towards his 
credibility. Tho same can be said about the affidavits of 
two of the four witnesses examined on behalf of respondent 
No. 3 viz, K, N. Raval, Exh. 20 and B. V. Gandhavi, Exh. 
24. However the third deponent of affidavit on behalf of 
respondent No. 3 viz. M. M. Upadhyaya (Exh. 21) has 
added one paragraph in his affidavit. In other respects his 
affidavit is identical with the affidavits of M/s. Raval and 
Gandhavi mentioned above. The 4th witness P. P. Gandhavi 
at Exh. 15 has filed a separate and distinct affidavit with 
regard to water arrangement. The ground however 
that two witnesses of respondent No. 3 have filed identical 
affidavits does not jusify a different approach to the apprec- 
iation of the evidence led on behalf of the petitioner. At. 
best, same result as to credibility would follow with regard 
to the aforesaid two deponents of identical affidavits filed 
on behalf of respondent No. 3 However, the burden being 
on the petitioner to make out his case with regard to issue 
Nos, 4 and 5 we have to examine the evidence led by the 
petitioner in support of these issues in the first instance. 

17, The contents of the affidavits filed on behalf of the 
petitioner have broadly been set out earlier. They speak 
about the work of the first counting being over at about 
6.00 or 6.30 p.m. and the subsequent delay in taking decision 
about recount. All the deponents of the said affidavits have 
then stated about going out for tea etc. and described the 
period between the first count and the decision about recount 
as recess. It is not understood what led them to style this 
period as recess. At the trial they gave up the story of 
this recess and different persons gave out different time of 
leaving the hall and different time of prevention. Thus. 
Haribhai Rughnath (Exh. 6) stated that he was prevented 
at 6.45 p.m. which would mean that he must have gone out 
much earlier. In fact, it is his case that, he went out after 
the result of the total number of votes in his segment was 
announced which happened at about 5.30 to 5.45 p,m. Vishm 
prasad Trivedy (Exh. 8) stated that he went out at about 
7.30 p.m. and was prevented at about 9.15 to 9,30 p.m. 
Knntilal Joslii (Exh. 7) stated that he went out after 6.30 
p,m. and was prevented at about 9.00 p.m. Yogesh Bhatt 
(Exh. 5) stated that he had gone out at about 7.00 p.m. and 
was prevented at about 9.00 p m. Thus, it is not as if 
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this to be a recess had gone out, of course for taking ten 
etc, -bach of them has giveu the same reason for going 
out, viz. complete absence of arrangement for water round 
about the counting premises. Some of the deponents have 
said in their evidence that though initially arrangement for 
water was there, this arrangement failed by about 5.30 p,m. 
and they complained to the Assistant Returning Officer of 
the concerned segments who said that arrangement would be 
made. They waited for sometime, but no arrangement was 
made. This theory about stoppage of water supply has been 
completely belied by the evidence of P. I\ Gadhavi (Exh. 15) 
examined on behalf of respondent No, 3, He was instructed 
to make necessary arrangements to provide tea. lunch pac- 
kets and drinking water etc. to the stuff engaged for counting 
of votes as well as for the counting agents of the candidates; 
and accordingly he had made arrangements , He said that 
P.W.D, authorities had made necessary arrangements for 
supply of drinking water by engaging coolies on daily wages 
and the Municipal authorities had also made arrangements for 
water tanker. He also said that no complaint was received 
from any of the counting agents as regards non-supply of 
tea, lunch packet or d ringing water during the course of 
counting. He further said that no member of the staff as 
well as the counting agents were required to go about of 
the room for the said purpose. At the relevant Lime he 
was w T orkin£ as District Supply Officer, Jamnagar. He 
gave details in his evidence before the Court as regards the 
Water arrangement. He said that the Municipal Water 
Supply engineer was instructed o see that the overhead 
tanks of the college premises are filled to the full. Besides 
one water tanker and one fire lighter were kept ready 
there. The water tanker was kept present there so that 
in case of need, the waer of the tanker can also be used 
for drinking. Near each counting segment one earthen pot 
was provided with two a Pendents to see that water is filled 
in the pot and served in the segment. There were four 
over-head tanks over the college building; and their total capa- 
city was about 25,000 litres. There was one under ground tank 
and a bore in the college compound. Water was Idled in the 
over head tanks by the aid of an election pump from these two 
sources. On both the floors of the college building, there are 
big water rooms ; and there are taps for dringing water in these 
rooms. He also said that he used to move around and was 
verifying whether water was filled up in the earthen pot and 
whether the water arrangement was working properly. He 
added that in fact there was no need to take supply of water 
from the municipal tanker because the water supply from other 
sources was enough. Therefore, the tanker had to be sent back 
with water at TOO a.m. in the early morning of the next 
day, He also said that arrangement for lunch packets was 
made in the premises and they were available from 11,00 to 
1.30 p.m. and later on at night from 9.00 p.m. to 11.00 p.m. 
Tea was served from 9.00 a.m, to 11.00 a.m. Then for the 
second time tea was served between 2.00 to 3.30 p.m. and 
for the third time between 9.00 and 11.00 p.m. This witness 
has stood the test of cross-examination quite well. As stated 
earlier, he has filed an independent affidavit which is not a 
stero typed affidavit like that, of other two affidavits. Hr 
was a responsible officer who was assigned the particular 
duty of looking after arrangement for tea, lunch and water 
supply. There is no reason to disbelieve him; nor was any 
reason suggested at the time of argements. All that was 
urged on behalf of the petitioner was that the evidence given 
by the petitioners witnesses as regards shortage of water 
supply should be accepted. T do not think that I should 
give orcdence to this evidence of the petitioner’s witnesses 
in the face of the evidence of P. P. Gadhavi which dis- 
closes the details of the arrangements made. Tt may be that 
ice cold water was not available on the hot summer day 
of counting. But that is no reason for holding that, water 
arrangement failed completely from 5,30 p.m, onwards. If 
that had happened, it would not have escaped the notice o 4 ' 
this witness. It is thus clear that all the deponents of the 
affidavits on behalf of the petitioner have made a common 
cause on the point of water shortage as the reason prompting 
them to leave the hall, This foci has b^cn disproved by the 
evidence of Gadhavi. This is another Infirmity in the oral 
evidence led by the petitioner. 

18. The third feature emerging from the affidavits filed on 
behalf of the petitioner is that according to these affidavits, 
entry at the door of the counting hall w'as prevented. In 
tlie evidence, however, all the witnesses except one stated 


maL entry at the main gate oi the compound was preven- 
ted. in tile affidavits, ihere is no mention about the main 
gale of the compound, 


19. u also transpires from the evidence led on behalf 
oi me petitioner mat counting agents were supplied wan 
nudges and they tiau put on these badges at tne time ot 
toe aneged prevention ol their re-entry. Hie petitioner also 
annulled that m earner elections he had seen counting agents 
with badges coining out and going inside without any ob- 
stacle. m fact badges would serve as a sort of iocntily 
card for the counting agents. There is no reason, therefore, 
why the counting agents wearing badges should be prevented 
at the time of their re-entry. But the case of the petitioner 
was that in this election, the Returning Officer had given 
specific instructions not to allow persons with badges even 
to re-enter the premises because he had earlier instructed 
counting agents in the morning not to leave the premises 
till the whole of the counting was over. The Returning 
Officer in his evidence has denied having given any such 
instructions; and there is no reason to disbelieve him, ft is 
true that he has admitted that instructions were that no 
unauthorised person should be allowed to enter the premises. 
This is quite legitimate. The counting agent wearing a badge 
would not be considered to be an unauthorised person, Thus, 
apart from the place where re-entry was prevented, viz. whe- 
ther at the mum gate of the compound or at the door of 
the counting hall, the story when put to the test or prob- 
ability also looks improbable. One of the witnesses of the 
petitioner viz. Kantifal Joshi has stated that he was prevented 
at the entrance of the counting hall and thereafter he went out 
of the compound. Then he said that he was prevented from 
entering the hall about 7.45 to 8.00 p.m. After going out of 
the compound he was prevented from re-entering ins pile of 
showing the. badge. The S,R.P. men who prevented him said 
that it was Collectors order that a person going out of the hall 
should not be allowed to re-enter. The Returning Officer in his 
evidence has made it clear that no, S.R.P, policcment were 
employed as guard at the counting premises. According to him 
the S.R.P, men were kept ready ns a striking force in case 
of emergency and the assistance of regular policemen was 
taken for guard duty. It is not upnderstood why S.R.P. men 
should prevent persons with badges from entering the com- 
pound or the hall saying that it was Collector’s order when in 
point of fact no such order was given by the Collector. The 
case is that after contacting the petitioner on phone through 
Mr. Viramgami. 50 to 60 counting agents of the petitioner tried 
to enter the compound gate under the leadership of witness 
Vishnuprasad Trivedi, but the policemen prevented them at 
the main gate, If as many as 50 to 60 counting agents were 
prevented in this manner a great row would be created by 
them. They were all active workers of the petitioner and 
they would not. sit silently. Thus, the story of prevent- 
ing entry of 50 to 60 persons at the main gate also appears 
to be improbable. Everybody was interested in seeing that 
the counting is completed peacefully and without any untoward 
incident. In such circumstances, it is hardly likely that 
50 to 60 counting agents of a candidate with their bad- 
ges on would be prevented by police from entering the com- 
pound and thereby to give cause for a great row, The evi- 
dence of the petitioner also discloses that complaint about 
prevention of entry was made to one P. S. I. Shimpi. It is 
not understood why that P. S. I. was not examined on be- 
half of the petitioner. The fact that he belonged to police 
force fs no reason not to examine him, After all, it was for 
the petitioner to make out the case about prevention of entry. 
It was stated that the P. S. T. also replied when the comp- 
laint was made to him that he was helpless as it was Collec- 
tor’s order, This P. S. T. would have thrown great light as 
to the nature of the order given to him by the Collector, if 
any. 

20 All the witnesses examined on behalf of the petitioner 
arc in a way interested in the success of this petition be- 
cause thev worked actively for the petitioner as counting 
agents. They were prepared to sweer the averments 
contained in stero typed affidavits They have slated 
about the reason for leaving the counting hall viz, 
absence of water supplv which reason has been ne- 
gatived by good and credible evidence led on behalf of 
respondent No. 3. Tn the nature of things, therefore, 
evidence _ of such type of witnesses cannot be acted upon 
without independent corroboration. But at the top of this 
all. there is one striking feature of the evidence led in 
there was a recess between 6,30 and 10.00 p.m. with res- 
pect to all the segments: and the counting agents treating 
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tills case which goes a long way to crea'e pave doubt about 
the veracity of the petitioner':* ease that his counting agents 
were prevented from reentering the compound by policemen; 
and, therefore, they did not go inside and remain present 
during recounting. It is petitioners case in his chief- 
examination itself that during recounting he received a 
phone call from one Mr, Viramgami. It may be staled that 
according to the counting agerps after prevention of their 
entry they hud contacted this Vuamgami at petitioner's 
residence as Viramgami was the active worker of the 
petitioner. It is their case that Viramgami thereupon 
contacted the petitioner on phone bringing this fact to 
petitioner’s notice. The petitioner stated that he received 
this phone form Viramgami and then he requested the 
Returning Officer to make arrangement for the entry of his 
counting agents who were outside and whom police were 
preventing from entering. But the Returning Officer refused 
to do so. In cross-examination he said that after this oral 
request and refusal he gave nn npliculion to the Returning 
Officer in this connection and that application was Exh. 4. 
He also stated that except Exh. 4 he had not given any other 
application to the Returning Officer in this connection. To 
Court's question also he stated that he had received phone 
call from Viramgami at about 9,30 p,m. before decision for 
recount w 7 as taken. Exh. 4 as it itself shows was given at 
10,00 p.m. after the decision for recount was taken. There- 
fore, according to the case of the petit i one r he had received 
the phone cal from Viramgami prior to giving of the appli- 
cation Exh. 4 communicating to him that policemen were 
preventing entry of his counting agents into the compound of 
the premises. It is really surprising to find that there is not 
a syllable about this prevention by police in the application 
Exh. 4 given by the petitioner. The application is in English. 
It is a short application ; and its relevant portion may be 
reproduced. It is addressed to the Returning Officer; and 
rends : 

“We are obliged for your decision to give us a recount 
of votes. We request to give us time to get our 
election /counting ngcnls or appointment new coun- 
ting agents. 

Thanking you/’ 

Then follows the signature ; and the time as 10,00 p.m. 
and date. The Returning Officer passed the folowing order 
on It. 

“As no revocation order regarding counting agents is 
made, the request cannot be granted.” 

The application gives a clear impression that no grievance 
was made by the petitioner about preventing of entry by 
police of the counting agents who were waiting ready out- 
side the premises. There was no mention of this fact 
whatsoever. We must not forget that the fact that this 
was an application given by a candidate who, at an 
election, had suceedcd in getting a decsion for recount 
in his favour. Such a candidate would not fail to bring to 
the notice of the Returning Officer the attitude of police in 
preventing entry of his counting agents. This was a very 
vital factor for him. If at all, therefore, the counting agents 
were prevented by police as sought to be made out at the 
trial of this petition, the petitioner would not have failed to 
make mention about it in Exh, 4. On the contrary, Exh. 4 
gives us an impression that the petitioner wanted sometime 
before recount began and the reason given out was to get 
the counting agenls i.e. to collect them again. It mav, at 
best show that some of the counting agents had gone away. 
But it would never show that they were willing to come 
back or that they had made any effort to 
come back and their entry was prevented. The 
petitioner was asked to explain the reason for not stating 
in this application about prevention of entry by 
police ; and he stated in terms that he was unable to give any 
reason for it. The failure of the petitioner to state this fact 
in Exh, 4 shakes the very foundation of his case based on 
prevention of entry of his counting agents by police. Shall 
we thenaction the interested testimony of four witnesses 
examined on behalf of the petitioner in these circumstances? 
To my mind, no reasonable person would be prepared to 
act on this testimony in view of the features mentioned 
above. The evidence of the petitioner’s witnesses does 
not appear to mo to be credible on this point. Tn fact, 
there Is every probability that having found that the petitioner 
was defeated by a margin of more than 2700 votes when 


the figures of the first count were announced, some of the 
counting agents of the petitioner may have lost interest and 
may have left the counting premises. In fact, it was sugges- 
ted to the petitioner in the course of cross-examination that 
at about 9.30 p.m, an announcement was made from B.B.C, 
that Mrs. Indira Gandhi was lagging behind her rival candi- 
date and that on receiving this news his counting agents 
had gone away. Of course, the petitioner denied this sugges- 
tion. All the same, the probability of the counting agents 
leaving the premises having found the petitioner defeated 
hy about 2700 votes, cannot be ruled out in the present 
case. After that announcement perhaps they were more 
interested in hearing the news about the results from 
different States. Now, the fact that the petitioner wunted 
time to get the counting agents, would show 7 that they were 
not readily available either inside or outside the premises ; 
and it would also indicate that they were required to bo 
contacted at their houses or some other places. 

21. If on the question as regards prevention of entry the 
evidence led on behalf of the petitioner is not acceptable 
and convincing, there is no reason why I should accept the 
evidence that about 50 to 60 counting agents of the peti- 
tioner were kept back. Of course, the petitioner has stated 
in his evidence that during recount only about 30 to 35 of 
his counting agents were present. But there is no reliable 
evidence in support of this averment. Therefore, both issue 
No. 4 and first part of issue No. 5 have to be answered in 
the negative. 

22. Assuming that some counting agents of the petitioner 
had gone out voluntarily on finding that the petitioner was 
defeated at the first counting and assuming that the petitioner 
could not get them during recount, the same will have no 
effect on the petition. The petitioner will have to thank 
himself for selecting such counting agents. Second pari 
of issue No. 5 will, therefore, be answered accordingly. 

23. As regards issue No. 6, it appears fairly clear from 
the evidence led before me that in the first counting figures 
of counting of all the segments except 25, Jamnagar segment 
had reached the Returning Officer by 6-30 p.m. 7'hc case 
of the Returning Officer is that figures of the^e segments 
came to him at about 9.00 p.m. I am not inclined to accept 
this part of the evidence of the Returning Officer. In fact, 
this part of the story of respondent No. 3 is sought to be 
supported by the evidence of M. M. Upadhyaya (Exh. 21) 
who was Assistant Returning Officer for that segment. The 
witness in his evidence tried to make up time in order to see 
that in his segment first counting was over at 8.30 p.m. He 
started by saying that in his segment the work of initial 
counting was over at 1-30 p.m. and thereafter lunch break 
of about an hour or an hour and a quarter was taken and 
the work of actual counting stated at 3.00 p.m. As against 
this w r e find from the evidence of other witnesses for 
respondent No. 3 that they took lunch break of about 45 
minutes. The total number of valid and rejected votes in 
this constituency was 45640 whereas in another constituency 
viz. Kalawad constituency, the total number of these votes 
was 44346. The Assistant Returhing Officer ^alawad 
constituency K. N. Raval was examined at Exh. .-20. He 
stated that after he initial work was over at 1-00 p.m. 
there was a lunch break of about 45 minutes and the actual 
work of counting started at 1-45 p.m, He also stated that 
before nt. 6.30 p.m, the work of counting of votes on the 
tables was over and the work on his table was over at 
about 7-00 to 7-15 p.m. The difference between total num* 
her of votes counted at the tables of these two segments 
was quite small ; and if the work of counting could be 
over in this segment at about 7*00 p.m. there was no reason 
why the segment of Mr. Upadhyaya should have taken U : 
homs more. He has not given details ns to the reasons why 
the counting work was lagging so much behind in his segment 
Mot being possessed of sufficient reasons he tried to make up 
time by enlarging the recess time by about 45 minutes T 
am not much impressed' by the evidence of this witness. It 
seems, therefore, that there was some delay in taking decision 
on the question of recount. But at the same time it is not 
possible to say that the delay was of 34- horns. It was 
urged on behalf of the petitioner on the basis of paragraph 
11 of the written statement of respondent No. 1 that the 
first counting was over nt about 6-15 p.m. It was submitted 
that his w r as an admission of a fact by a party and 
on this basis T should hold that here was delay of 
34 hours. It is not possible to accept this sub* 
mission. The time in taking decision was attributed 
to the Returning Officer and the admission as to the time when 
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the first counting was over made by respondent No. 1 can- 
not be used against respondent No. 3. Besides, respondent 
No. 1 has not entered the box. If he had entered, he would 
have been cross-examined on behalf of respondent No. 3 
with a view to show that the estimate given by him in para- 
graph 11 of his written statement is not correct. Going by 
the estimate of time given by Raval as regards completion 
of counting work in Kalavad segment was can safely con- 
clude that the counting in 25, Jamnagar segment must bo 
over by about 7-30 p.m. Some time would be taken up at 
the table of the Returning Officer in compiling the figures 
and preparing the sheet in form No. 20. This sheer in 
original has been produced at Exh. 30. Therefore, it is 
safe to conclude that by about 8-15 or so the Returning 
Officer was hi a position to announce the result of the first 
count and there was delay of about one hour and 45 minutes. 
This delay, however, has no bearing on the question at issue 
in this petition. Therefore, on the later part of issue No, 6 
it would be held that this delay has no effect on the claim 
of recount. 

24. So far as issue No, 7 is concerned, there is no evidence 
worth the name in support thereof ; and the same has to be 
answered In the negative. 

25. In view of the aforesaid findings, it is clear that the 
present petition must fail. 

26. In the result, the petition fails and is dismissed. The 
petitioner will pay costs of respondent Nos. 1 and 3 in 
separate sets. The amount of costs will in the first instance, 
be deducted from the security deposit lodged by the peti- 
tioner in the Court. If the security deposit is not sufficient 
to cover the amount of costs of both these respondents, 
that amount shall be appropriated in the first instance to- 
wards satisfaction of the claim of costs of respondent No. 3, 
The balance, if any, will go towards the costs of respondent 
No. 1 i,e. the successful candidate. If the balance is not 
sufficient to cover the full costs of respondent No. 1, he will 
be at liberty to recover the same from the petitioner in 
accordance with law.

Report on the activities financed during the year 1976-77 
1. Medical, facilities. 

(a) Hospitals. — The .3 Central Hospitals, one each at 
Dhanbad, Asansol and Manendragarh and 12 Regional Hos- 
pitals situated in different coalfields continued to function 
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The bed strength of the Central Hospital at Dhanbad, Asansol 
and Manendragarh was 300,350 and 100 respectively. The 
proposal for the establishment of a Regional Hospital in 
Chanda Coalfield remained under active consideration and it 
has finally been decided to be set up at Hindusthan Lalpeth 
Colliery instead of at Ballarpur. provision of a specialised 
ward in the National Coal Development Corporations Hospi- 
tal in Talcher Coalfield by giving suitable recurring and non- 
recurring grant as an alternative to Fund’s providing a Re- 
gional Hospital in that coalfield has been sanctioned. 

(b) Dispensaries. — One Allopathic Statice Dispensary in 
Mugma Coalfield, one Mobile Medical Unit in Assam Coal- 
field and 29 Ayurvedic Dispensaries in various coalfields were 
continued. A Central Ayurvedic Pharmacy in Jharin Coalfield 
to manufacture required Ayurvedic medicines also continued 
to function. 

(c) Family Welfare and Maternity and Child Welfare Cen- 
tre. 

A Family Welfare Centre attached to each of the Regional 
Hospital of the Organisation remained in operation Besides, 

2 such Centres one each at Bargoiai and Talcher already 
established by the organisation also continued to function as 
independent units under the charge of qualified Lady Health 
Visitors. For the benefit of the colliery workers in Chanda 
Coalfield, the block attached to the Govt. Hospital, Chanda 
continued to function. 

(d) Financial assistance for improving dispensary services. 

With a view to encourage the colliery management for im- 
proving the standard of dispnsaries at the collieries for 
the benefit of colliery workers and their dependents, the 
scheme for the payment of grant-in-aid was continued and a 
sum of Rs. 6.17 lakhs was paid to the colliery management 
during the year for providing medical facilities to tho colliery 
workers. 

(c) For the treatment of colliery workers and their depen- 
dents suffering from T. B., besides provision of 312 beds at 
the organisation’s own T.B, Hospitals, 56 beds remained re- 
served for them in ditrerent T.B. Sanatoria, The Scheme of 
Domiciliary T. B. Treatment continued to function and pay- 
ment of subsistence allowance to the T. B. patients undergo- 
ing treatment under the scheme also continued to bo made ac- 
cording to schedule. A sum of Rs. 4.96 lakhs was spent on 
this scheme during the period. 

(f) The Family Welfare service has been strengthened 
during the year by opening 29 family Welfare Centres at 
various Central I Regional Hospitals of the Coal Mines, Iron, 
Mica and Limestone and Dolomite Mines run by the mana- 
gement Welfare Fund under the ILO/UNFPA project. All 
these hospitals where the Family Welfare Centres are located 
are conducting sterlisalion operations (Vasectomy and Tube- 
ctoinyf in addition to preparation of FJigible Couple Survey, 
visit to the residence of the workers of the collieries by the 
Family Welfare workers for motivation purposes and for sup- 
ply of Conventional Contraceptives. 3 Jeeps (Diesel) are 
being supplied to the three regions i.e. one in Bihar, one in 
West Bengal and one in M,P. for Family Welfare Programme, 
Equipments nnd instruments are to be procured for supply 
to these various Family Welfare Centres. Audio Visual equip- 
ment has also been received and the same will be supplied 
to the Family Welfare Centres after the staff has been given 
training about the handling of the equipment etc. From 
April, 1976 to February 1977 5,621 Vasectomies and 2,745 
Tubcctomies were performed at these 29 Centres. Tn addition, 
the Medical and the Para-Medical staff of the Fund’s hospi- 
tals assist the State Government [Management hospitals In 
giving, services (Sterlisation operations) at the various camps 
held during the year. 

(g) Rehabilitation — The Rehabilitation Centres attached to 
each of the Central Hospitals at Dhanbad and Asansol con- 
tinued to function. The Rehabilitation Centre at Chhindwara 
in M.P. Coalfield also continued functioning.. The Rehabili- 
tation-cum-Convalcscent Home at Sidhabari in West Bengal 
Coalfield started functioning. 

(h) Other Medical Facilities. — Other Important activities 
of the Organisation conducted on the medical and pub’ic 
health sides were nrovision of facilities for tho treatment ot 
Cancer, Leprosy and Mental cases, running of Blood Bank at 
the Central Hospitals at Dhanbad and Asansol, free supply 
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of spectacles and dentures to tho colliery workers. Malaria 
and Filaria control operation etc. etc,

Out of the five selected candidates including one in wait- 
ing list, were admitted in the Patliputra Medical College 
against reserved seats for sons and daughters of Colliery 
workers. 

(b) Games and, Sports, — Games and Sports are held every 
year to provide recreation to colliery workers. During the 
year 1976-77 for organising various games and sports a 
sum of Rs, 1.60 lakhs was spent by the organisation. 

(c) Other activities * — Other important facilities provid- 
ed in this connection comprise of. (1) grant-in-aid to the 
Educational Institutions, (2) Scholarship towards of coal 
miners, (3) provision for games and sports amongst coal 
minors, (4) exhibition of films, and (5) provision for finan- 
cial assistance to the wives and school going children of col- 
liery workers who died of accident in mines. 

3. (a) Water Supply Scheme : 

During the year, a sum of Rs. 7.64 lakhs has been spent 
on Water Supply Schemes. The organisation continued to pay 
grant-in-aid as prescribed in the Water Supply Scheme up to 
50 per cent cm the total cost of scrutinised expenditure to 
the colliery managements. Out of two integrated Water 
Supply Schemes executed by the State Governments of West 
Bengal and Bihar partly financed by the Fund the former one 
has been put to commission and the latter remained under 
execution, 

(b) Sinking of wells : 

Total number of wells so far completed is 296. During 
the period under report, sanction was accorded to sinking of 
29 wells, 

4. Cooperative Movement : 

No new Primary Stores, Credit Cooperative Societies and 
Wholesale or Central Cooperative Stores were upened during 
the year. The total number of cooperative Stores and credit 
societies of colliery workers at the end of the period under 
review stood at 579. These included 12 Wholesale or Central 
Cooperative Stores already opened and continued functioning 
for colliery workers.

(ii) ascertaining whether registers and records were main- 
tained as required by the Employees’ State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 for the said period; or 

(iii) ascertaining whether the employees continue to be 
entitled to benefits provided by the employer in cash 
and kind being benefits in consideration of which 
exemption is being granted under this notification; or 

(iv) ascertaining whether any of the provisions of the Act 
has been complied with during the period when such 
provisions were in force in relation to the said 
factory; 

be empowered to— 

(a) require the principal or immediate employer to fur- 
nish to him such information as he may consider 
necessary; or 

(b) enter any factory, establishment, office or other pre- 
mises occupied by such principal or immediate emp- 
loyer at any reasonable time and require any person 
found incharge thereof to produce to such Inspector 
or other official and allow him to examine such ac- 
counts, books and other documents relating to the 
employment of persons and payment of wages or to 
furnish to him such information as he may consider 
necessary; or 

(c) examine the principal or immediate employer, his 
agent or servant, or any person found in such factory, 
establishment, office or other premises, or any person 
whom the said inspector or other official has reaso- 
nable cause to believe to have been an employee; or 

(d) make copies of or take extracts from, any register, 
account book or other document maintained in such 
factory, establishment, office or other premises. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the 
exemption in this case, as the processing of the application 
for exemption took time. However, it is certified that the 
conditions under which the factory was initially granted 
exemption still persist and the factory is eligible for exemption. 
It is also certified that the grant of exemption with retro specive 
effect will not affect the interest of anybody adversely.

4. First point raised on behalf of the management is that 
the dispute which is the subject matter of the reference is 
covered by a valid settlement dated September 12, 1966 arriv- 
ed at between the management and their workmen and hence 
the Central Government had no jurisdiction to make the 
reference- The second contention is that no dispute waa 
raised with the management and so there was no dispute 
to be referred to for bonus for the accounting year commenc- 
ing in 1971, 

5. References Nos. 25 of 1973 and 26 of 1973 were ref- 
erred to by the Central Government in which the point in 
issue was the same as here and the parties to the dispute 
were the workmen of Nand & Samonta & Co., and the Com- 
pany itself. Preliminary points similar to those raised here 
were placed before the Tribunal and after its decision the 
management went in writ under Articles 226 & 227 of the 
Constitution of India, The matter was heard by their Lord- 
ships of the Patna High Court and the points raised were 
upheld and it was said that the references were in compe- 
tent as the Central Government could not have made the 
same when a settlement arrived at between the parties was 
still subsisting and there being no demand made on the 
management directly, raising of dispute before the R.L.C. and 
reference by the Central Government on the basis of the failure 
report was invalid, 

6. The settlement dated 12th of September, 1966 is on re- 
cord and M/s. Charki Mica Mining Co. Ltd., was one of 
the parties to the settlement bofore the R.L.C. (C) Dhanbad. 
I have already said above that the matter which came before 
their Lordships of the Patna High Court was raised by Nand 
& Samonata & Co., which was also a partyto the settlement 
above-mentioned, 

7. Taking the first point I find that the settlement has not 
been terminated and wa3 therefore subsisting when the present 
reference was made. Therefore, undoubtedly the Central 
Government had no jurisdiction lo make the reference which 
is in competent.

This is a reference U/s. 10(l)(d) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947, by the Govt, of India, Ministry of Labou 
r d ^°; d u er N .°* L-28011/8/73-IR.IV dated the 24th Decern 
ber73. The schedule of reference is extracted below: 


SCHEDULE 

"Whether the workman employed by M/s. Charki Mica 
Mining Co. Ltd., P,0. Kodarma, Distt. Hazaribagh 
are entitled to bonus at the rate of 20 per cent of 
earned wages during the accounting year comment 
mg in 1971 ? If not, to what quantum of bonus are 
the workmen entitled for above-mentioned account- 
ing year ?” 


8. Section 19 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 deals 
with the period of operation of settlements and awards and 
Section 19(2) reads as follows : — 


“Such settlement shall be binding for such period as is 
agreed upon by the parties, and if no such period is 
agreed upon, for a period of six months (from the 
date on which the memorandum of settlement is 
signed by the parties to the dispute), and shall 
continue to be binding on the parties after the 
expiry of the period aforesaid, until the expiry of 
two months from the date on which a notice in 
writing of an intention to terminate the settlement 
is given by one of the parties to the other party 
or parties to the settlement.” 

It would thus appear that a settlement will subsist for 
the period for which it had been agreed upon between the 
parties and if there is no agreed period then it will continue 
for a period of six months from the date on which the 
memorandum of settlement is signed by the parties and when 
it is terminated by a notice in writing it will continue to 
operate until the expiry of two months from the date on 
which that notice is given. Even when a settlement is for 
a_ fixed period it will not only continue to be binding for 
the duration of that period but thereafter also until it is 
terminated by a notice in writing and even thereafter it 
will continue for a period of two months more from the 
date of such notice.

“I am therefore of the opinion that the settlement arriv 
ed at on the 12th September, 1966 was in force 
during the relevant period and the employers had 
to pay bonus according to the rate agreed to by 
and between the parties " 

11. It is thus clear that the period for which the refer- 
ence was made, there was a valid settlement subsisting and 
accordingly it was not competent for the Central Govern- 
ment to make the reference.

have also put their signature. On behalf of the management 
one of the Partners has signed it and there are two witnesses 
who have also signed, 

3. The terms of compromise yeem to be quite fair and 
just. Each one of thc concerned workmen is to get Rs. 5000 
and then temporary employment specifically for a period of 
two months only in un-skifled category in any of the works 
under M/e?. M. N. Ghosh & Sons. 

4. As the parties have reached a settlement and the terms 
are quite fair and proper, 1 do not find any reason not to 
accept the compromise and to give an award in terms thereof. 

5. This compromise was signed on 13-9-77 and on 3-12-77 
a petition was filed not only by the three signatories of the 
compromise petition bill also by Etwa Singh who has put his 
L.T.I. and their prayer is not to accept the compromise. 
I do not find any reason to accede to their request. The union 
as well as three of thc four concerned workmen having 
entered into a compromise and the same being quite fair and 
proper it would not be at nil justifiable to Teject the com- 
promise and to proceed dc novo.

The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour in 
exercise of the powers conferred on it under Section 1 0(1 ) 

(d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 14 of 1947 has referred 
the following dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication as 
per its Order No, L-29012/4/76TY TTI(B) dated 
17-5-1977 : — 

“Whether the action of the management of Messrs 
English Indian Clays Limited, Veli Trivandrum is 
justified in dismissing Shri E. Budarudeen, Mine 
Worker ? If not, what relief is he entitled to ? M 

2, The facts as disclosed in the statement of claim filed 
by the Clay Workers Congress, Thonnakkal P.O., Tribandrum 
District are that the workman herein Badarudeen was em- 
ployed in the Melthonnakkal Clayminc of M/s. English 
Indian Clays Limited, Veli, Trivandrum (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as ‘the company’) for the first time in November, 
1973. He was dismissed from service on 30th June, 1976 
after holding a domestic enquiry for the alleged misconduct 
of using obscene language against the Assistant Mines Mana- 
ger Surakumar when he asked him (the workman) to dig the 
clay pit from the top and not from the bottom, The work- 
man submits that the enquiry is conducted in violation of 
the principles of natural justice and that the charges against 
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him were all trumped up with a view to get rid of him 
us he proving lo be a difficult trade union leader to 
deal with. Jt is claimed that during the relevant period 
the workman was Unit Secretary of the Clay Workers Con- 
gress at Mellhonnakkal Mine. It is stated that the work- 
man was not given an opportunity to file his objection to 
the Enquiry being conducted by the Assistant Personnel 
Officer Shri Thomas who is prejudicial against him. It is 
also complained that the workman was not permitted to 
have the assistance of a co-worker in conducting his defence 
in the enquiry. Objection is taken to the complainant 
Surakumur being engaged by the management to represent 
them before the Enquiry Officer. According to the Union 
a material witness in the case should not have been asked 
to represent the management at the enquiry. It is also alleged 
that the original enquiry proceedings are suppressed and 
in their place some other papers substituted. The workman 
further submits that the Enquiry Officer mis-rcad the evi- 
dence of the defence witnesses. They say that the manage- 
ment placed reliance on the past record of the workman in 
determining the quantum of punishment without giving him 
a reasonable opportunity to explain his past conduct. It 
is also said that the management should have sent a second 
notice to the workman enclosing a copy of the Enquiry 
Officer’s report to enable him to show cause against the pro- 
posed punishment. For the above reasons the workman 
prays that the order of dismissal may be set aside and 
that he may be reinstated in service with full back wages 
and continuity of service. 

3. The management in their preliminary written statement 
submits that the enquiry held by the Assistant Personnel 
Officer Thomas is quite proper, and that it does not con- 
travene any of the principles of natural justice. They submit 
that since the workman was found guilty of wilful disobe- 
dience of lawful orders given by the Assistant Mines Manager 
and was also found guilty of having used very vulgar lan- 
guage against the Assistant Mines Manager at the time he 
was giving him instructions, and also having regard to his 
past service record the punishment of dismissal is proper. 
They submit that the workman is not entitled to any relief 
whatsover and this reference may be rejected. The manage- 
ment have also taken the plea that since the Union does 
not represent a substantial section of the workmen of the 
company it is not competent to espouse the cause of the 
workman herein. 

4. The management filed a rejoinder to the statement of 
claim filed on behalf of the workman saying that they were 
not aware if the workman Hadarpdeen was an office-bearer 
of the Union. They deny the averment that the workman 
had uclivcly participated in the negotiations carried on bet- 
ween the management and the Union at any time prior 
to the date of the incident. They deny the averment that 
the record of the Enquiry Proceedings has been in anv 
way tampered with or substituted. They further submit that 
the workman not having raised any objection at the appro- 
priate time to Thomas conducting the enquiry and after 
having fully participated in the enquiry he is estopped from 
questioning the competence of the Enquiry Officer to hold 
the enquiry. They also stated that it is not necessary to 
give a further opportunity to the workman to show cause 
against the punishment proposed. Nor is it necessary to send 
a copy of the enquiry Officer's report before awarding the 
punishment. They hay that as soon as the workman applied 
for a copy of the Enquiry Officer’s report the same was 
furnished. They pray that this reference may be answered 
against the workman. 


5. The workman filed a further statement to the rejoinder 
filed by the management denying the averments made therein. 

6. On the above averments the following issues arise for 
consideration : 

(1) Whether the enquiry is vitiated by non-observance 
of the principles of natural justice or for any other 
reason ? 

(2) Whether the finding of guilty arrived at by the 
Enquiry Officer is warranted by the evidence placed 
on record 7 

(3) Whether the punishment awarded by the General 
Manager is dis-proportionate to the gravity of the 
misconduct in question ? 

(4) Whether the workman is entitled to the relief of 
reinstatement 7 

(5) To what relief ? 

7. The workman examined himself as WW-1 while the 
management examined the Enquiry Officer Thomas as EW-1, 

Issue I : 

(5) To what relief ? 

8. The workman herein joined the service of the com- 
pany in November, 1973 as an unskilled workman. The 
company carries on the business of digging clay and process- 
ing the same. The clay in question is used in the manu- 
facture of Glazed paper. This company has pot clay mines 
at Akkulam and Melthonnakkal in Trivandrum District and 
its procesing plant at Veil, Trivandrum city. At the Akku- 
lam mine 76 persons work while at Melthonnakkal about 
50 persons are engaged. In the processing plant at Veli 
about 80 workers are employed. 

9. The workman WW-I was engaged to work on the 
Melthonnakkal Clay Mine ut the relevant time. On 10-6-1976 
the Assistant Mines Manager Surnkumar asked WW-1 not 
to dig the clay from the bottom of the mine but from the 
top. WW-1 got annoyed at this and called him “Compan” 
(an obscene word). When the Assistant Mines Manager 
turned round and asked him to repeat what he was saving 
WW-1 threw away the pick-axe and said “Myre idapadanu” 
(vulgar word). Thereupon the Assistant Mines Manager 
issued a show cause notice to him and also placed him under 
suspension pending enquiry. The workman refused to re- 
ceived the said notice and also continued to work in spite 
of the order of suspension. For disobedience of the orders 
of the Assistant Mines Manager and using abusive language 
against him and for refusing to accept the notice and to 
obey the order of suspension, charge-memos were issued to 
the workman. To these charge-memos, the explanations Ex. 
E-14 and E^15 were submitted by the workman. Thereafter 
Thomas EW1 was appointed as the Enquiry Officer. EW-1 
issued Ex. E-ll to the workman informing him that the 
enquiry would be held on 21-6-197 6 at 3 P.M. and that 
WW-1 should be present to cross-examine the management’s 
witnesses and also to lead evidence in his defence, The 
enquiry was accordingly held on 21-6-1976 from 3.30 P.M. 
The enquiry proceedings recorded in Malayalam are marked 
as Ex. E-l. The Enquiry Officer's report is Ex. E-2 dated 
24-6-1976 wherein he found the workman guilty of the 
aforesaid charges. The General Manager by his order dated 
30-6-1976 accepted the Enquiry Officer's report and awarded 
the punishment of dismissal. The workman approached 
the Union for redressal of his grievance. On behalf of the 
workman the Union issued the letter Ex. E-7 dated 28-7-1976 
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to the management demanding reinstatement. The manage- 
ment stated that the enquiry was properly held and the 
punishment awarded was in order. The Union referred the 
matter to the Labour r.nforcement Officer (C), Trivandrum 
requesting him to lake up the matter in conciliation vide Ex. 
E-9 their letter dated 10-8* 1976. The attempt at conciliation 
having failed the dispute is referred! to this Tribunal for 
adjudication, 

10. On behalf of the workman the following points are 
urged under this issue : — 

(i) The enquiry record is tampeied with, 

(ii) The order appointing Thomas EW-1 as Enquiry 
Officer was not communicated to the delinquent 
with the result he could not raise any objection 
to Thomas conducting the enquiry. It is said that 
EWM is biased against the workman. 

(iii) The management failed to issue reply to the explana- 

tions submitted by WW-1 to the show cause notice 
issued to him. 

(iv) The list of witnesses the management proposed to 

examine at the enquiry was not furnished in advance. 

(v) The complainant Surakumar was in charge of the con- 

duct of this case lor the management before the 
Enquiry Officer. It is said that the complainant can- 
not be a prosecutor also. 

(vi) The management failed to furnish a copy of the en- 

quiry Officer’s leport along with a notice indicating 
the auantum of punishment, 

(vii) Without giving any opportunity to the workman to 

meet the case the management placed reliance on the 
past service record of the workman in determining 
the quantum of punishment, 

(viiij The workman was denied the facility of engaging his 
co- worker in defence of his case before the Enquiry 
Officer. 

Point (l) ; 

11. It is alleged that the original enquiry proceedings are 
suppressed and in its place a different set of papers substituted. 
According to WW-1 the Enquiry proceedings Ex. E-l is a 
fabricated one and not the original. To this effect there is the 
evidence of the workman WW-1. The Enquiry Officer EW-1 
denied this allegation. T am inclined to accept the evidence of 
EW-1 on this point, The Enquiry proceedings Ex. E-l contains 
the admitted signatures of WW-1 in English on pages 1, 7, 9 
(on page 9 there are three signatures of his) and 10 (pages are 
numbered by me for the sake of convenience of reference). 
EW-1 further stated that the workman's initials appear on 
the other pages. WW-1 denies the genuineness of the initials. 
At page 10 there is an endorsement under the signature ot 
WW-1 to the effect that he received a copy of this proceedings 
on the same day. WW-1 denies the genuineness of that endorse- 
ment but not his signature below that. Ex, W-l is a carbon 
copy of the Enquiry proceedings Ex. E-l. The signatures of 
WW-1 appearing on pages 7, 9 and 10 of Ex. E-l do not 
appear on Fx. W-L Nor does Ex. W-l bear the initials of the 
workman or the signatures of any other person appearing on 
pages 2. 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, 9 and 10 of its original Ex. E-l. For 


this reason the workman is emboldened to take the plea that 
Ex. W-l is not a carbon copy of F.x. E-l. But he admits his 
signatures on pages 1, 7, 9 and 10 in Ex. E-L It cannot be 
therefore said that the corresponding pages in Ex. W-l are 
not the carbon copies of those pages. The learned Advocate 
for the workman went to the extent of saying that Ex. E-I 
itscT is not the original but a substituted copy. Unless the 
workman accounts for his signature appearing on the several 
pages in Ex. E-l this wild contention cannot be accepted. 
Further EW-1 has stated that the letter l E’ appearing on pages 
1 to 7 in Ex. E-l represents the initials of WW-1 taken in his 
presence. WW-1 denies the truth of that statement made by 
EW-1. I prefer to accept EW-l’s evidence as he appears to 
be a disinterested witness. Tt is not even suggested to him 
that he is biased against the workman. The Enquiry Officer 
HW-1 further slated that the enquiry was conducted from 
3.30 P.M. to 5.30 P.M. and at 5.30 P.M, he handed over a 
carbon copy of the proceedings (Ex. W-l) to WW-1. The 
workman WW-1 denied that Ex. W-l is a carbon copy of 
Ex, E-l while admitting having received the same at 5,30P.M. 
He says that the enquiry was over by 3.30 P.M, and he was 
made to wait till 5.30 P.M, for getting a copy. During this 
period of two hours it is alleged that Ex. E-l was fabricated. 
There is no basis for this allegation. The enquiry could not 
have commenced at 1 P.M. when the notice of enquiry 
Ex. E-ll fixed the time at 3 P,M. On behalf of the workman 
the Union issued a notice Ex. E-7 dated 28-7-1976 running 
into 4 typed pages. As many as 13 objections arc taken therein 
to question the validity of Ihe Enquiry Officer's findings. 
Nowhere is it stated that Ex. W-t note a carbon copy of the 
original proceedings. Nor is it suggested therein that Ex. W-l 
contained any incorrect particulars. Further WW-1 
was specifically asked to give the reason for his saying that 
Ex. W-l was not a faithful copy of the Enquiry proceedings. 
He could not give any satisfactory reply. Tn the course of 

his chief examination WW-1 stated that the evidence of 

MW-2 (Sankar) was materially tampered with in Ex. E-L 
The Court asked him in what respects it was so tampered 
with. He could not give any reply, Jt is unnecessary to pursue 
this discussion further. Relying on the evidence of EW-1 and 
in view of the fact it. contains WW-Fs admitted signature 1 
find that Ex. E-l is the original enquiry proceedings and that 
Ex. W-l is its carbon copy. Finally it was not disputed that 

Ex. W-t is a carbon copy of L!x. F-l 

Point (11): 

12. ft is true that the order passed by the management 
appointing Thomas HW-1 as the Enquiry Officer was not 
communicated to the workman. For this reason it is stated 
•that the workman could not raise any objection at the 
appropriate time to Thomas conducting the enquiry. In the 
statement of claim it is stated that EW-1 is biased against 
the workman. Tn the cross-examination of EW-1 not a single 
question is put to him regarding his bias against. WW-1 nor 
even a suggestion to that effect was made to him. After he 
was appointed as Enquiry Officer Thomas issued the notice 
Ex. E-ll dated 18-6-1976 informing WW-1 the date, time and 
venue of the enquiry. He was also tord that he could cross- 
examine the management’s witnesses and also bring witnesses 
in his defence. No protest was made in writing to EW-1 con- 
ducting the enquiry. During the course of the enquiry also 
there is nothing on record to show that WW-1 protested 
against EW-1 proceeding with the enquiry. Having fully parti- 
cipated in the enquiry conducted by EW-1 without a protest 
it is not open to the workman to accuse him of bias when 
once the finding was given against him. In his evidence also 
WW-1 has not stated how and for what reason EW-1 was 
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biased against hitn. I therefore hold that the plea of bias of 
the Enquiry Officer cannot be upheld. 

Point (hi) : 

J3. It is'' pointed out that when the woikman submitted the 
explanations Ex. E-14 and Ex. E-15 to the charge Memos, 
served on him, the management should have informed him 
whether the said explanations were found satisfactory or not. 
lhc learned Advocate for the management submits that the 
fact that an enquiry was ordered after the receipt of the ex- 
planations is sufficient to show that the explanations were not 
found acceptable. It is also not shown how the workman is 
(prejudiced by the management not informing him that the 
explanations submitted lo the charge-memos, were not found 
satisfactory. I see no merit in this contention. 


Point (iv) : 


14. It is said that the failure on the part of the manage- 
ment to furnish the workman sufficiently in advance a list 
of witnesses they proposed to examine at the enquiry has 
caused prejudice to the workman. The learned Advocate for 
the management submits that failure to submit the list of 
witnesses in advance does not vitiate the enquiry- It is also 
pointed out that the names of the management’s witnesses 
were indicated in the charge-memos, served on the workman 
and at the time of enquiry no one other than those witnesses 
was examined. It may also be noticed that the workman 
could not have been taken by surprise by the management 
examining the only two material witnesses that were directly 
involved in the incident in question viz. Surakumar, Assistant 
Mines Manager, the person who was insulted and disobeyed 
and Sankar Supervisor, the aye-witnes:.. No effort has been 
made to show as to how any prejudice has been caused to 
WW-1 by the fist of witnesses not being furnished to him 
in advance. Further if WW-1 felt that he was handicapped 
by a list of management’s witnesses not being furnished to 
him in advance he could have asked for adjournment of the 
enquiry on that ground. It is not the case of the workman 
that any such request was made for adjournment. It is said that 
the workman being ignorant of the procedure did not pray 
for adjournment on that ground. Tin's cannot be believed for 
the workman was a unit Secretary of the trade union and he 
claims to have actively participated in conducting negotiation 
with the management prior to this enquiry. 

Point (v) : 

15. The Assistant Mines Manager Surakumar was directed 
by the management to present the management’s case before 
the Enquiry Officer. The same person happens to be the 
complainant in the case and in that capacity he figured as a 
witness for the management. It is argued that the complainant 
could not act as prosecutor as it is opposed to the principles 
of natural justice. J do not agree with this contention. At 
the most Surakumar s role in the enquiry proceedings may 
amount to nothing more than a party conducting his own 
case in person. No prejudice can be said to have been caused 
to the workman on account of the Assistant Mines Manager 
Surakumar presenting the case, in which he was a complainant. 

Point (vl): 

16. Point (vi) is not pressed by the learned Advocate fot 
the workman 


Point (vll) : 

17. The Teamed Advocate for the workman urged 
that the General Manager in his order Ex. E-3 
erred in relying on the past record of service of the 
workman in awarding the punishment of dismissal. According 
to. the workman without giving him an opportunity to meet 
this case, the management should not be permitted to rely 
on the past service record to dismiss him from services. The 
learned Advocate for the management submitted that a read- 
ing of the order of the General Manager (Ex. E-3) clearly 
shows that the punishment of dismissal was imposed for the 
misconduct in question. He invites attention to the following 
passage in Bx. E-3 to substantiate this pica : 


1978/rrm 1, 1899 


"In the enquiry conducted in regard to the allegation of 
misconduct, you participated, cross-examined the 
witnesses and produced and examined your own 
witnesses. But you did not give any statement in the 
enquiry, It is not proved as per the enquiry evidence 
that the explanations submitted by you is true. On 
the other hand all the charges levelled against you 
have been proved. It is clear that you deserve the 
punishment of dismissal in view of the seriousness 
of the offence committed by you and in view of the 
discipline in the concern. 

Your past record of service is also taken into account 
to decide the nature of punishment to be imposed on 
you. For the misconduct of assaulting a driver of 
the company though you could have been dismissed, 
you arc awarded only u punishment of 21 days 
suspension as a special case. It was specifically 
stated in the order issued on 19-5-1975 that in case 
any misconduct is noticed on your part in future 
serious action will be taken against you and you will 
be severely punished. Even after this order you are 
found to have committed very serious misconduct." 

A reading of the above paragraphs dearly supports the stand 
taken by the Teamed Counsel for the management, namely 
the past service record was taken into consideration to sco 
if there was any case to impose a lesser punishment. 

Point (vlii) : 

18. Tt is submitted that the workman was not given an 
opjx>rtunity to engage any co-worker to conduct his defence 
before the Enquiry Officer. Admittedly no Memo, to this effect 
was submitted to the Enquiry Officer. The workman, WW-1 
says that he made an oral request in tha( behalf to EW-1 
and that EW-1 rejected the same. If this version were true 
it should have found a place among the several grounds urged 
in the notice Ex. E-7 dated 28-7-1976 which was a notice 
issued by the Union on behalf of WW-1 questioning the 
validity of the order of dismissal. The Enquiry Officer as 
EW-1 denied the truth of this case and I am inclined to ac- 
cept his evidence In this regard. 

19. On a careful perusal of the enquiry proceedings I hold 
that the enquiry was fairly conducted and that the workman 
was given ample opportunity to plead his case. Issue 1 held 
against the workman. 

ISSUE 2 : 

20. The case against the delinquent workman rests on the 
evidence of the Management’s witnesses MW-1 and MW-2, 
Surakumar, Assistant Mines Manager and Sankar, Mines 
Supervisor respectively. Both of them have consistently 
spoken to the workman having uttered the obscene and 
derogatory words in question. The workman did not 
choose to get into the box to prove his version that the 
objectionable words were not addressed to MW-1, but to 
his co-worker. Instead two co-workers were examined as 
DWs 1 and 2 in support of this case. After considering 
the entire evidence the Enquiry Officer chose to place re- 
liance on the evidence of the two management’s witnesses. 
It is not shown how the Enquiry Officer erred in placing 
reliance on the evidence of those two witnesses. It is sub- 
mitted that the enquiry officer was led away by the evidence 
of the Assistant Mines Manager by virtue of his position and 
also because of the fact that he was appointed as Presenting 
Officer by the management, I do not agree with this con- 
tention. Then it is urged that the evidence of the defence 
witnesses was misread by the Enquiry Officer. The atten- 
tion of EW-1 was drawn to the following portion of the 
Enquiry Officer’s report and he was asked if the evidence 
of DW 2 (Ahammed Kannu) supported that statement. 

“According to DW2, the delinquent came late in the 
afternoon and Instead of going up he started work- 
ing at the bottom.” 
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The witness after going through the evidence stated that 
DW-2 did not state before him that the delinquent went to 
the work spot late that afternoon. The mistake if any does 
not affect the appreciation of the evidence on any material 
point and no other instance of misleading of the evidence 
has been brought to my notice, 

21. It is then argued that the enquiry Officer did not 
discuss the defence evidence. I do not agree. A reading 
of the report clearly shows that the defence version also 
was considered. It may be noticed that when the workman 
himself did not choose to get into the box to speak to his 
version of the case the enquiry Officer was justified in 
accepting the version of the complainant MWd as corrobo- 
rated by MW-2 in preference to that of the workman’s wit’ 
nesses DW’l and DW-2. For the aforesaid reasons T hold 
that the findings recorded by the Enquiry Officer EW-1 are 
based on proper evidence. 

22. Issue 2 held against the workman. 

Issue 3 : 

23. EWd during the course of his cros-examination was 
asked if R. Vclayudhan and Sukumaran, two persons working 
in the processing plant at Veli were not given the punishment 
of suspension for the offence of using vulgar language against 
the management. He was also asked if a workman at Akkulntrt 
mine was also not similarly dealt with for a similar offence. 
The witness while admitting that fact stated (hat there must 
have been special circumstances to justify the action taken by 
the management, like tendering apology and praying for mercy 
by the workman concerned. The learned Advocate for the 
workman submits that WW-1 also should have been given the 
punishment of suspension and not that of dismissal. In the 
absence of the relevant records pertaining to the cases of 
Vclayudhan and Sukumaran and the other workman including 
their past service record it is not possible to accept this con- 
tention of the learned Counsel for the workman that different 
standards were applied to the workman in question. If is not 
the case of the workman that the aforesaid three persons were 
charged for the misconduct of using abusive language against 
their immediate superior when he tried to direct the workman 
to do the work in a particular manner. It must be therefore 
held that the plea that more severe punishment is given to 
the workman herein then was given to the other persons 
referred to above for simi'ar misconduct cannot be accepted, 

24. Then it is submitted that the real reason for the diS’ 
missal of the workman is his trade union activity, A letter 
written by the Union on 8-1-1976 on its letter head addressed 
to the management is filed to show that the workman herein 
was taking active part in sponsoring the cause of the workmen. 
Only the letter head is relied upon for the purpose of showing 
that WW-1 was the General Secretary of this Union. It is true 
the workman herein is shown in the printed portion as one 
of the General Secretaries of the Union. The management dis- 
putes the claim of the workman that he was an active trade 
Union worker at any time. They filed a copy of the Memo, 
of settlement entered into between the parties on 7-7-1976 
wherein the name of the workman WW-1 does not appear as 
a signatory to that agreement. No other document is filed to 
show that WW-1 had taken any active part in the trade Union 
activity. The workman in the course of his evidence stated 
that there are documents to show that he had participated in 


the discussions held between the company or the labour De- 
partment and the workman’s union. Again he went back on 
that statement to say that no such documentary evidence is 
available. According to him he was elected to the office of the 
Unit Secretary about four years before his dismissal. The 
fact of his election he says must have been communicated to 
the company and that a copy of that letter must be available 
with the Union. EW-1 has stated that he was not aware if 
WW-1 was at any time an office bearer of this union. The 
above evidence of WW-1 is not sufficient to show that he was 
an active trade union worker and for that reason he was dis- 
missed from service. The learned Advocate for the manage- 
ment submits that even if WW-1 was an office-bearer of the 
Union on the date of the misconduct he had no business to 
misbehave in the manner he did and in the matter of awarding 
punishment for misconduct no different standard can be applied 
to a workman just because he is an office bearer of the Union. 
An office-bearer of the Union should set an example to other 
members of the Union by behaving properly and showing the 
required respect to the lawful orders issued by him superiors, 

I find on the evidence placed before me that WW-1 failed to 
substantiate his plea that he was dismissed from service for 
his trade union activities. 

25. From the facts of the cases I am not inclined to accept 
the contention that the punishment awarded to the workman 
is out of all proportion to the misconduct with which he was 
charged, However, T feci that the punishment of dismissal may 
be altered to one of the discharge from service to enable the 
workmen to claim retranchmcnt compensation and one month’s 
pay in lieu of notice. The workman joined the service of the 
company in November, 1973 and he was removed from service 
with effect from 30-6-1976. Tt is not disputed that he was being 
paid Rs. 400 per month at the time of his discharge. On this 
basis he will get retrenchment compensation for three years 
amounting to 1-1/2 month’s pay i.e. Rs, 600 and one month’s 
pay (Rs. 400) in lieu of notice 

26. Issue 3 held accordingly. 

Issue 4 : 

27. In view of the findings on points 1 and 2 this point does 
not arise for consideration, Further the learned Advocate for 
the workman stated that the workman was not interested in 
seeking reinstatement. 

28. Issue 4 found accordingly against the workman, 

Issue 5 ; 

29. In the result the order of the management in terminat- 
ing the services of the workman E, Badarudeen is justified. 
The order of dismissal is modified into one of discharge. Cln 
that basis the workman is held entitled to <4 aim Rs. 1000 by 
way of retrenchment compensation and notice pay. 

This reference is answered accordingly,

Report of the Court of Inquiry into the causes of and 
circumstances attending the accident which occurred 
at Chasnalla Colliery in District Dhanbad, State of 
Bihar on the 5th April, 1976. 

REPORT 

1. Preliminary. — By Notification dated 20th April, 1976, 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, were of the 
opinion that a formal inquiry into the causes and circumstan- 
ces attending an accident which had occurred in the Chasnalla 
Colliery (District Dhanbad in the Stale of Bihar), on the 5th 
April 1976, causing loss of lives, ought to be held and I was 
appointed to hold such inquiry, under Section 24, sub-section 


(1) ot the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952). By the same noti- 
fication appointing me to hold the inquiry, the following 
persons were appointed as Assessors in holding the inquiry, 
namely : — 

E Shrl C. Karunakaran, Retired Director General of 
Geological Survey of India. 

2. Shrl G. S. Marwaha, Director, Indian School of Mines. 

3. Shri Damodar Pnndey, Member of Parliament. 

2. What had happened on the 5th April, 1976 was that at 
about 1,30 P.M. on that day, a volume of water accumulated 
in a quarry bed, had rushed down into, what is described 
as old workings of 3/4 inclines, in 13/14 seam of Chasnalla 
Colliery, as a result of which five persons of a Survey team, 
doing survey work in the old underground workings, were 
killed. The names of the persons who had lost their lives iti 
this accident and their occupations are mentioned below —

3. The dead bodies of the first three persons had been 
brought out from the underground old workings of 3/4 incline 
on the date of the accident namely, 5th April 1976, They 
were found just below J level, in Incline No. 4. The dead 
body of Shri Ballabh Modak was recovered on 8th April, 
1976 from the same locality from whore the other three dead 
bodies were recovered on the date of the accident. The dead 
body of Shri Sitaram Singh was found on 12-4-1976 inside 
the debris in the 1st horizon of the deep mine, below the 
“puncture point", as it is now being called. (The spots where 
the dead bodies had been recovered have been shown in a 
plan submitted by Party No. 8 marked as Ext. B/l), II 
may bo mentioned, at this stage, that through the ‘‘puncture", 
as it is called, a very large volume of water which had accu- 
undated in 3/4 incline underground workings, had nished 
inside the deep mine on 27-12-1975, causing the first accident. 

4. When I received a copy of the Notification dated 
20-4-1976, I and the three Assessors, named-above, were in 
the midst of holding an inquiry into the causes of and cir- 
cumstances attending the accident which had occurred on 
27-12-1975, in the presence of a number of parties who had 
appeared in that inquiry. The constitution of the present 
Court of Inquiry, with the Assessors, was brought to the 
notice of all the parties who were appearing in the first inquiry 
and sufficient publicity was given, with respect to the consti- 
tution of this second inquiry. Typed notices to the promi- 
nent organisations in Dhanbad were issued and a notice of 
holding this inquiry was put up on the notice board in the pre- 
mises of the President of the Central Coal Mines Rescue 
Stations Committee at Dhansar (Dhanbad District). By that 
notice, 17th May, 1976 was fixed for the preliminary sitting 
of this Court of Inquiry and, on 17th May, 1976, the fol- 
lowing parties appeared : — 

1. The management of the Chasnalla Colliery represented 

by the persons named in their written applications 
(made Party No. 1).

5. These two parties were made Parties No. 11 and 12 res- 

pectively, In due course all the Parties (except the Directo- 
rate-General of Mines Safety, Party No, 8) filed their state- 
ments in writing, and, on behalf of Directorate-General of 
Mines Safely, Shri S. P. Ganguli, Director of Mines Safety, 
filed his statutory report as the statement in writing of this* 
party. g 

6. Lists of witnesses were fUed some of the parties, and ulti- 
mately witnesses were produced in Court by the following 
parties and examined — 

Party No. 1 (Management) .... 3 witnesses 

Party No. 8 (DGMS) .... 5 witnesses 

Party No. 3 (Surveyors’ Association) .... 3 witnesses 

Four witnesses have been examined as Court witnesses. 

A list of the witnesses examined is appended as Annexure 
A. 

A large number of documents and plans have been brought 
on the record as Exhibits, and a list of these Exhibits is 
appended ns Annexure B. 

An Order sheet of the proceedings of the Court of Inquiry 
has been regularly maintained to show how this Inquiry has 
proceeded. 

7. Local Inspection. — I may mention that two local inspec- 
tions had been made by me, prior to the issuance of the 
formal notification under Section 24(1) of the Mines Act, 
1952, on having been informed that a Court of Inquiry was 
going to be appointed and I was to hold such inquiry. I was 
present in Dhanbad on the 13th April 1976 in connection with 
the inquiry regarding the accident which had occurred on 
27th December 1975 and I made a local inspection of the 
quarry bed, from where water was said to have rushed down, 
causing the accident on the 5th April 1976, The bed of the 
quarry was then dry and I was explained as to what was the 
situation op or immediately before 5th April and how accu- 
mulated water had gone down from the quarry bed. The 
second local inspection was made on 16th April, 1976, with 
Shri G. S. Marwaha and Shri C, Karunakaran. and we 
inspected the site once again. Detailed inspections were 
made at this stage and we were again explained how water 
had accumulated in the quarry bed, from where it had es- 
caped down incline No. 4, causing the accident, 

8. History of Ownership, — In the report of the Court of 
Inquiry held in connection with an accident which had hap- 
pened iu Chasnalla Deep mine on 27-12-1975, the situation 
of Chasnalla Colliery and some of the connected facts have 
been given in detail. For the purpose of this inquiry a 
shorter description of the colliery and its situation is given 
below. So far as ownership of the property is concerned, 
Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. is the owner of Chasnalla Col- 
liery and the history in this connection has also given in 
140GI/77— 12 


detail in tb* report submitted in connection with the earlier 
accident in the deep mine, 

9* Description and Situation of Colliery. — Chasnalla 
Colliery is situated on the north bank of river 
Damodar, at the south-eastern fringe of Jharia Ccalhcld 
in the Sadat Sub-divisicn of District Dhanbad and is about 
km by road from Dhanbad on Dhanbad — Sindri read. It 
has an area of 902 acres or about 2706 bighas of ccal bearing 
land. A major dyke, about 27 m thick, runs North-South 
cutting across the coal seams and several thin off shoots from 
the main dyke are met with Nos. 13/14 seams have been 
developed/extracted on either side of the dyke through separate 
sets of inclines.

12, Quarry No, 1 is situated on the western edge of the 
property in Chasnalla mouza. It has been worked along the 
outcrop. It had been abandoned before IISCO took over but 
was restarted in the year 1972 and was discontinued due to 
outbreak of fire from April 1974. 

13, Quarry No. 2 is situated, in Het Kandra Mouza, from 
Domobani Jore to Superphosphate Road. The quarry was 
started in March, 1973, It is in progress, the present extent 
being about 1600 feet along the strike and 200 feet along the 
dip, 

14, Quairy No. 3 has been planned in Chasnalla mouza 
for extracting coal from 13/14 combined seam between 3/4 
Inclines. 


(The accident which had taken place on 5-4-1976 was In 
course of working in Quarry No. 3). 

15. Now, details of the inclines into 13/14 combined seams 
may be given. No. 13/14 seam combined is said to be 86 
feet in thickness and has a gradient of 1 in 1.5, This com- 
bined seam has been worked through four inclines on the 
Western side of the dyke and by three Inclines on the Eastern 
side of the dyke. The four Inclines on the Western side of 
the dyke are as follows : — 

(1) No. 1 Incline 

(2) No. 3 Incline (old) 

(3) No. 2A Incline 

(4) No. 2 Incline 


The Inclines on the Eastern side of the dyke are as fol- 
lows : — 

(1) No. 3 Incline 

(2) No. 4 Incline 

(3) No, HK Incline 

The incline workings in 13/14 combined seam on the 
Western side of the dyke have been developed in the pattern 
of levels and sub-levels extending upto L level. The maxi- 
mum width of the level-workings across the seam is 170 feet 
and the maximum length along the strike is 1400 feet. 

The levels and sub-levels have been worked on Board and 
Pillar system. 


The incline workings on the Eastern side of the dyke have 
extended upto K level and the pattern of workings on this 
side also is the same as that of the Western side of the dyke. 
These old workings were discontinued on and from 20-4-1949. 
(It is of importance to note at this stage that the accident 
which had taken place on 27th December 1975, had occurred 
by inundation of the underground deep mine, from the water 
which had been allowed to accumulate in the underground 


workings on the Eastern side of the dyke mentioned above, 
which workings arc described as the 3/4 incline underground 
workings. We are concerned in this Inquiry with Inclines No. 

3 and 4, underground workings on the Eastern side of the 
dyke). 

16. According to the history given by the management — 

“The old workings of 13/14 seam developed through 3 and 

4 Inclines and H. K. Inclines were under water since 1949. 
Dewatering started through 3/4 Inclines sometimes late in 
1963. During the early period of dewatering, through No. 
3 /4 Inclines, a surface coilapse took place at H. K. Incline 
mouth on 27-11-1963. This completely blocked the mouth 
of H. K. Incline, A ‘Bund* was subsequently built around 
the opening of H.K. Incline to protect against high Hood water.” 

17. It. is said that dewatering continued from 3/4 Inclines 
till 2-4-1966. When the water level reached between E and 
F level of old workings, a major subsidence took place between 
No. 3 and 4 Inclines. This caused the roof of ‘A 1 level to 
collapse right upto the surface. However, the dewatering 
operation was continued till 17-5-1967, when active fire was 
detected in the workings between 3 /4 inclines. The mouth 
of 3/4 inclines, including the stowing shafts at Ranidanga, 
were then sealed off on 18-5-1967. The seal in 3 and 4 In- 
clines was broken on 26-9-1967 and restricted dewatering rest- 
arted. According to the management the level of water after- 
wards was however, never allowed to fall below ‘C level roof 
because of susceptibility to fire. 

18. At one time there was a connection between the In- 
cline workings on the west side of the dyke, through Nos. 
1, 2, 2 A and 3 inclines and the workings on the eastern side 
of the dyke through Nos. 3 and 4 inclines, at A level, which 
was later demmed off. 


19. Natural Drainage along Quarry Bed. — The position 
of the quarry bed where water had accumulated 
before the accident of 5-4-1976, in relation to the 
underground workings in 3/4 inclines, may be understood 
from a plan exhibited on behalf of Party No. 8 as Exhibit 
B. [Part of Ext, B with the Key Plan, is attached herewith 
as Anncxure C (not printed)!. A place on this plan has 
been described as the ‘position of the puncture’. Through 
this puncture, which developed on 5-4-1976, a volume of 
water, accumulated in the quarry bed, had gone down the 
old underground workings, resulting in the accident under 
consideration. Even before this accident, a natural flow of 
water used to go down through the quarry bed into 3/4 
old workings, as has been described by Shrl S. N. Mishra, 
a Surveyor of Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. (examined: as 
Witness No. 1 for the management), and also by Shri Dipak 
Sarkar (examined as Witness No. 2 for the management). 
Shri Mishra has explained that some water from the quarry 
bed used to fall down to B level of the old underground 
workings (between 3 and 4 incline) and then go further 
down. The passage of water from the quarry bed down into 
the old workings was through, what has been described by 
Shri Mishra as a “well”. [What had been done to this 
passage of water and the “well" after 27-12-1975 will be 
narrated subsequently.] 

20. The natural drainage of water along the bed of this 
quarry, down into the old workings between 3 and 4 incline, 
has also been described by Shri Dipak Sarkar, who was the 
Area Manager of 3/4 Incline and Quarries and Agent of 
whole of Chasnalla Colliery on the date of the accident. 
The question put to Shri Sarkar was, what was the drainage 
system at the surface, at the quarry and the catchment. His 
answer was as follows : — 

“From the south side of 3 and 4 Incline quarry, the 
water used to come to the quarry bed and from the 
north side also the drain water used to come to the 
quarry bed and all these together (sic) North-west 
side used to flow towards east and into the depress- 
ion where some coal had been extracted from the 
quarry” 

21. This is the water which used to flow down through, 
what was described by Shri S, N. Mishra as a “well" like 
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passage, into 3/4 incline workings. Ext. B shows the quarry 
in question and the depression towards its eastern end, and it 
also gives the picture of a stream of water which used to 
flow towards the lowest end of the depression, indicating this 
free flow of water before the accident of 5-4-1976. 

22. This water was channelised to flow down into the old 
workings below, through a silt trap and two pipes laid out 
after the first accident in the deep mine which had taken place 
in 27-12-1975. 

Action taken after 27-12-1975. 

23. From two documents brought on the record on behalt 
of the management, marked as Exhibits 1/8 and 1/9, it 
appears that a technical committee had been formed after 
the first accident and Ext. 1/S represents the decision of the 
Committee arrived at on 8-1-1976. The first item of Ext. 
1/8 reads as follows : — 

“No. 3/4 Incline— (A) If there is a direct connection 
and ii it is approachable, a C. I. sheet slopping 
may have to be constructed to prevent passage or 
air into the incline workings which may result in 
heating/' 

24. Ext. 1/9, also dated 8-1-1976, contained the directions 
issued to the management of the colliery from the Directo- 
rate of Mines Safety. These directions were also in relation 
to stoppings to prevent circulation of air in the 3/4 incline 
underground workings. The last direction in this context 
was to the following effect — 

“Surface subsided areas, cracks, pot holes etc. shall be 
filled up expeditiously in the area between No. 3 
and 4 inclines.” 

25. What action had been taken by the management there- 
after, has been described by Shri S. N. Mishra, the manage- 
ment's Surveyor. The relevant question put to Shri Mishra 
was : 

“Now Mr. Mishra, please explain, according to the tech- 
nical Committee, at the top of the quarry what 
construction work was done regarding silt traps, air 
seal etc,” 

The answer to this question was as follows — 

“During the meeting myself and Mr. R. N. Bancrjee, 
late Surveyor were present when this job of erecting 
these stoppings and closing the surface pot holes 
were given to us. Entire openings of all the quarries 
including 3, 4 and HK were barricaded first and 
then covered with sand. There was an opening 
due to collapse near the quarry of 3/4 inclines 
which was required to be isolated from top. I have 
raised a bund just near but alightly outside the pun- 
cture point towards its north at the end; of the 
month of January, 1976. Then in the two pipe- 
lines a silt trap was made. Two pipes were fitted 
below the bund from the silt trap. A silt trap was 
also made about 20 to 25 feet away approximately 
towards the north of this bund at about (he end 
of January 1976. The water used to collect within 
the silt trap first, then it followed through the pipe 
to the puncture point. One pipe was of 2 inch and 
the other of 3 inch in diameter.” 

26. How the channelised water used to flow down into 

the 3/4 incline old workings, after the silt trap had been 

set up, has been described by Shri S. N. Mishra in the 

following words : — 

**'■'•*§ 

“I have already explained that water was going to B 
level from the quarry through this pipe right on 

to the B level. Then through B level water fell 

to C level and then went towards No. 3 incline. 
Also a little quantity of percolated water was going 
towards No. 4 incline. I could observe no water 
falling from the quarry on to B level and coming 
down further, went right upto Incline No. 4 and 
falling down that incline. The distance between 
the place where water was falling on B level upto 
Incline No. 4 towards the east was about 300'.” 
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27. This part of the evidence can be followed from plan. 
Ext. 2/3 which shows the silt trap, the pipe leading from 
it for the discharge of water down below and the place 
where the water was falling down into the old workings, 
in relation to its distance from Incline No. 4, towards its 
eastern side. Part of Exhibit 2/3 is attached as Anncxure 
D (not printed). The plan has been reduced to Scale 1 : 600. 

Checking of the pipe in April, 1976 

28. How this free flow of water got choked and how a 
volume of water had accumulated in the quarry bed, before 
the accident of the 5th April* 1976 may now be narrated. 
In the statement in writing filed by the management (Party 
No. 1) this matter has been referred to in paragraphs 23 
to 29 as follows : — 

(23) That in the course of recovery operations an air 
seal was provided at the quarry by building a temporary 
catchment area allowing the accumulated water to pass 
through pipes down the cracks into the old workings and 
each blanketing had been done to prevent breathing of air. 

(24) That due to rain which occurred on 3-4-1976 the 
earth blanketing got washed up and the earth and the silt 
that was carried by muddy water jammed all the pipes which 
used to discharge the accumulated water to the subsidence 
cracks existing earlier. 

(25) That the water started over-flowing the water seal 
arrangements and was directly passing through the cracks to 
the underground. 

(26) That as the inflow of water from the catchment area 
was more than the discharge of water to the underground 
through the cracks* the water accumulated to certain height 
in the catchment area. 

(27) That the percolation of water through cracks con- 
tinued on 3-4-1976 and 4-4-1976 and the water level went 
down and the height of water became 3 to 4 feet at the 
deep most point in the morning of 5-4-1976, 

(28) That the water level further reduced by 11 a.m. or 
so on 5-4-1976 and there was hardly 15,000 to 20,000 gallons 
of water remained accumulated at the catchment area. 

(29) That on the day of the accident an officer of the 
Directorate General of Mines Safety was present in the 
Chasnalla Colliery premises and the presence of 15,000 to 
20,000 gallons of water at that particular spot said to have 
been reported by the appropriate authority of the Depart- 
ment. 

29. The expression “accumulated water occurring in para- 
graphs (23) and (24) can not have the same meaning. 

30. It may be mentioned at this stage that the expression 
“accumulated water” appearing in paragraph 23 does not 
refer to the large volume of water that had accumulated m 
the quarry bed from 3-4-1976 to 5-4- 1976 ; what is referred 
to is the channelised’ water that used to flow down freely 
in the quarry bed as normal flow and then go down into the 
3/4 incline old workings, in the natural course of events. 

31. Shri Dipak Sarkar was asked on behalf of Party No. 8 
as to what was the natural seepage of water into the quarry 
and he said that, after the accident of 5th April 1976, a 
V-notch was installed at the exposed bed of the quarry and 
it was found that the natural seepage which was running at 
the floor of the quarry depression was about 2000 to 2500 
gallons per hour. Shri Sarkar further explained that this 
natural seepage of water was finding its way through the 
quarry bed, by the pipes set up after the accident of the 27th 
December, 1975 to which reference has been made earlier. 

32. It may also be noticed at this stage that the impression 
given in this written statement of Party No. 1 is that the 
discharge pipes and the silt trap had got jammed by the 
earth and silt carried by muddy water, on account of the 
rains which had fallen on 3-4-1976, but it will appear present- 
ly that this did not give the whole picture as to how the 
pipes had got jammed, with the result that a mass of water 
had accumulated in the quarry bed. 
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33* According to Shri Dipak Sarkar, at th© ©nd of 1975, 
for u few months, the overburden in and around the quarry 
was being removed by a number of contractors, some of 
whom were using bull-dozers and scrapers. From February 
1976 this work was taken up by a large firm of contractors 
who were using bull-dozers, pay-loaders, shovels and a drag- 
line. Shri Sarkar has further stated that, towards the west 
side of the quarry, some overburden was being removed 
to expose coal and in that process mixture of sand, loose 
earth and debris had fallen in the lower quarry bed causing 
the heaps indicated in Exhibit 2, According to him, some of 
the debris might have also fallen from the top of the steep 
side of the quarry, at places. Therefore, the pipes which 
were put down in the quarry bed, along with the silt trap 
after 27-12-1975, must have got chocked from the combination 
of loose earth, sand etc. which have fallen in the quarry 
bed during the removal of the over-burden, as well as by the 
earth and silt carried by the muddy water on account of 
rain which had fallen in the evening of 3-4-1976. The rain 
water had added to the stream of water which was flowing 
down the quarry as natural seepage, and that is how a huge 
volume of water could accumulate in the quarry on 5-4-1976, 
before the accident had occurred. 

Chocking of water flow and its release according to the court 

witnesses. 

34. Some relevant statements have been made by the 
Court Witnesses examined in this enquiry, with respect to the 
jamming of the pipe which used to carry water from the 
quarry bed to the 3|4 incline quarry below, and also with 
respect to the accumulation of water in the quarry bed be- 
fore the accident had occurred on the April 1976. Shri 
Sahadul Ansari (Court Witness No. 1) has stated that at 
times, soil etc. were falling as a result of the work of bull- 
dozers, used to jam the pipes and they had to be cleared at 
times for free flow of water. The evidence given by the 
next Court Witness, Shri Khan, is of more importance. 
He has deposed that in the month of January 1976 some 
bamboo matting had been placed so that the pipes carrying 
seepage water down into the old working did not get jammed 
by any soil or any other thing. He has stated that after he 
had joined his duty in the second shift on 3-4-1976, he 
had noticed that some water had accumulated in the quarry 
bed, He bad gone down near the mouth of the pipe with 
some workers and they had tried to clear the pipe which had 
got jammed resulting m the accumulation of water. At first 
some of the workers tried to remove the obstacle by poking 
the pipe with a rod and when they failed, this witness tried 
himself. The rod had slipped from his hand and he had 
fallen down, injuring his left palm. This had happened in 
the evening of the 3rd April 1976. It is clear from this evl- 
dence that the accumulation of water had not started with 
the rain which had failed at about 1 P.M. in the evening 
of that date , but earlier, Shri Wakil Khan was asked whe- 
ther be had met Dr. R. S. Rai and Shri S, B. Singh at or 
near the quarry on 3-4-1976 and his answer was in the 
affirmative. According to this witness. Dr. R. S, Rai and 
Shri S. B. Singh were on the bank of the quarry at the top 
and the witness had told them about the unsuccessful attempt 
to clear the jam and about getting hurt, Shri Wakil Khan 
had gone to the hospital after the accident and, according 
to him, he had come back to the quarry again on 3-4-1976 
from the hospital and at that time he had seen Dr. R, S. 
Rai, Shri Sukhendu Banerjee and Shri Chattoraj, Chief En- 
gineer. So far as the witness remembers, these persons 
were discussing about the accumulated water. Dr, Rai, 
according to Shri Wakil Khan was telling Shri Sukhendu 
Banerjee, Colliery Engineer, that a pump should be installed 
to pump out the accumulated water. Shri Wakil Khan had 
gone on duty on 4-4-1976, in the first shift and he bad seen 
that a pump had been brought by Shri Pritam Singh (Heavy 
Tvndel) and his gang, and that it had been put on one side 
of the quarry. Attempts were being made to set up the 
pump. The pump could not be set up and nut In commis- 
sion on 4-4-1976. According to Shri Wakil Khan, water 
which had accumulated on 3-4-1976 was about 1-3/4 feet 
deen in the Quarry bed and It had become 2-1/4 feet 
high on 4-4-1976. This evidence makes it clear that water 
was continuing to accumulate in the quarry bed from the 
evening of 3-4^1976 to 4-4-1976 and the water-level wot 
getting higher and higher. Shri Wakil Khan Is also very 
specific about the Increase In the accumulation of water 
on 5-4-1976, He has stated that, after he had joined duty 
in the first shift of 5-4-1976, he had noticed that the water 


which had accumulated in the previoui day had not de- 
creased and the pump had not been installed by them. Ho 
had in fact noticed that the level of water had gone up on 
5-4-1976. A little before 1-30 P.M., he was on duty on the 
quarry side, when Shri Baljnath Gope (of the arch-setting 
gang) and some others had come from the underground 
workings and informed this witness that the flow of water 
going down below was increasing, The witness went 
to the quarry bed-side and noticed that water had accumu- 
lated there from the hangwall to the foot-wall and that some 
water had apparently gone down. This he could notice from 
the water-mark abound, showing decrease of about 6 inches 
of water. He had gone to the quarry working side and a 
few minutes thereafter he was informed that the whole of 
the accumulated water had gone down into the old workings. 
He went to the quarry bed side and found that there was 
a hole near the place where they had put the matting, and 
apparently all the accumulated water had gone down through 
this hole. 

35. Position of the quarry bed, where water had accu- 
mulated before the accident, in relation to the Hangwall 
and the Footwall of 13/14 combined seam can be well 
understood from a section across the quarry along line A-B, 
marked as Ext. 2/4. A copy of this section is appended 
as Annexurc E (not printed). The plan has been reduced 
to Scale 1 ; 600 Line A-B is to be seen in Ext. 2/3. 

Quantum of water accumulated in the quarry bed. 

36. To consider the quantum of water that could have 
accumulated, 1 will go back to the written statement filed 
by Party No. 1 where it is said that hardly 15.000 to 20,000 
gallons of water could have accumulated in the quarry bed 
on 5-4-1976, just before the accident. In the written state- 
ment filed on behalf of the Directorate General of Mines 
Safety (Party No. 8) it is mentioned, in Chapter IV that 
a total accumulation of water in the quarry on 5-4-1976 
"was estimated to be about 2,35,000 gallons”. The question 
of the quantity of water which could have accumulated 
before the accident, was made a matter of serious controversy 
between these two parties, and oral and documentary 
evidence have been adduced in this connection. How this 
quantity was estimated in the written statement of Party 
No, 1 is to be found in paragraph 29 of their statement. 
With reference to the officer of the DGMS mentioned in 
paragraph 29, the matter was put to Shri S. N. Thaker, 
then a Deputy Director of Mines Safety (Witness No. 1 for 
Party No. 8) in cross-examination by Party No. 1, and he 
denied having told Shri $. S. Prasad in presence of the 
management's representative in the evening of 5th April, 1976 
that 15,000 to 20,000 gallons of water nad accumulated at 
the quarry bed and that this water had caused the accident. 
This part of the management’s case, mentioned in paragraph 
29 of its written statement /put to Shri S. N. Thaker, who 
was the first witness to be examined in this inquiry) b 
based on utterly unreliable matter as will appear imme- 
diately, Shri Dipak Sarkar stated in cross-examination In 
this context that 15,000 to 20,000 gallons of water had re- 
mained accumulated at the catchment’ area on 5-4-1976, and 
that he had obtained this information from his officers and 
staff soon after the accident and that Shri S. S. Prasad had 
also confirmed tins at the time of the local inspection of 
the quarry by the Court of Inquiry. According to Shri 
Dipak Sarkar Shri S. S. Prasad had said at that time that 
he had been told by Shri Thaker that 15,000 to 20,000 
gallons of water had gone down on the date of the accident. 
What had been put to Shri Thaker wa 5 that he had told 
Shri S. S. Prasad about this quantity of water having ac- 
cumulated and that someone else had also told that 15,000 
to 20,000 gallons of water had accumulated in the quarry 
bed. Obviously, at the early stage at which Shri Thaker 
was examined, the management’s case put to him was of a 
fishing nature, Shri Dipak Sarkars deposition has made the 
matter more crystallised but the next witness examined on 
behalf of the management. Dr. R. S. Rai, has said some- 
thing quit© different. According to Shri Dipak Sarkar* Dr* 
R, S. Rai was one of the persons who had told him about 
the quantity of water that, had accumulated in the quarry 
bed. According to Dr, R. S, Rai however, when the Court 
of Inquiry was visiting the quarry, with a Assessor, Shri S. S* 
Prasad had asked somebody about the quantity of water that 
had accumulated In the quarry bed o n the day of the 
aeddent and Shri S. P. Ganguli, Director of Mines Safety 
mentioned that It was about 1,00,000 gallons. On this Shri 
S- S Prasad had said that Shri S. N. Thaker had told him 
on phone, just after the accident that 15,000 to 20,000 
gallons of water had accumulated in the quarry bed* Thb 
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iu a different version of what Shri S. S. Prasad had been told 
by the officers of the DOMS, Therefore, i do not think 
there is any substance in what has been mentioned in para* 
graph 29 of the written statement of Party No. 1, regarding 
omy 15,000 to 20,000 gallons of water having accumulated 
in the quarry bed on oth April, 1976 before the accident. 
The estimate given on behalf of Party No. 8 in Shri S, P. 
Gangulis statutory report (2,35,000 gallons) is based on the 
calculation made by Shri T, K. Mazumdar, a Depuiy Director 
of Mines Safety at the relevant time. He hud originally 
been a Research Assistant in DGMS and then the Survey 
Superintendent in the Directorate till August 1974. He had 
visited the quarry on 6th April, 1976 on directions from 
Shri A, B. bingh, Joint Director of Mines Safety, and he 
had observed water marks in the quarry bed and, on that 
basis he had made a survey from 7-4*1976, for preparing 
plans and sections. According to Shni Mazumdar, the quan- 
tity of water that could have accumulated in the quarry 
before the accident on 5th April, 1976 had been calculated 
by Shri D. K. Sinha, Surveyor and checked by Shri H. S. 
Hazra and Shri L. N. Sao, Surveyors under his direction 
and it had been calculated that approximately 2,35,000 
gallons of water had accumulated. According to Shri 
Mazumdar, the actual quantity could have been 10 per cent 
more or 10 per cent less than this calculated figure. Shri 
Mazumdar was crossexamined elaborately on his survey work 
and on the calculations, but I do not think that anything 
important has been elicited to disbelieve his testimony that 
a large volume of water, that is to say, more than 2 lakh 
gallons had accumulated in the quarry bed before the accident 
took place on 5-4*1976. Curiously enough, in view of the 
management’s case made out in paragraph 29 of its written 
statement, what was put to Shri T. K. Mazumdar in cross- 
examination on behalf of that party was that the maximum 
amount of water that could have accumulated, on the basis 
of the water marks observed by him, would not have been 
more than 60,000 to 70,000 gallons. Whatever may be the 
case put to the witnesses examined on behalf of Party No. 8, 
the case of Party No. 1 in this context has been given by 
Shri S. N. Mishra, an I1SCO Surveyor, examined on behalf 
if Party No. 1 itself. He had also calculated the quantity 
of water which could have collected in the quarry area prior 
to 5-4-1976 by survey and, according to him, his calculation 
indicated in Exhibit 2/2, that the maximum volume of watci 
that could have accumulated was 1,32,852.72 gallons. Sliri 
Mishra’s calculation was also based on the water mark 
observed in the quarry bed. Therefore, even the evidence 
of Shri S, N. Mishra indicates that the volume of water 
which had accumulated in the quarry bed before the accident 
on 5-4-1976 was a much larger volume of water, and not 
only 15,000 to 20,000 gallons of water mentioned in the 
statement in writing of Party No. 1. From the direct 
evidence given by some of the Court Witnesses, it will also 
appear that an enormous volume of water had gone down 
into the 3;/4 incline old workings at about 1.30 P.M. on 
5-4-1976, causing great devastation there. 


37, In my considered opinion the case made out by the 
management in paragraphs 28 and 29 of its written state* 
ment to the effect that on 5-4-1976 15,000 to 20,000 gallons 
of water had gone down into the old workings from the 
auarry bed, is difficult to accept. This is also clear from 
the nature of the devastation caused which I have discussed 
later, A huge volume of water must have accumulated in 
the quarry before the occurrence on 5-4-1976. 


Knowledge About Accumulation of Water. 

38. Now I will deal with the point as to whether the 
officers incharge of the quarry had known of this huge 
accumulation of water in the quarry bed, before the accident 
on 5-4-1976 and what action was taken by them. It may 
be mentioned here that evidence is on record to the effect 
that some rain had fallen in the evening of 3-4-1976. Shri 
Dipak Sarkar, who was then the Area Manager, has stated 
that he had inspected K Level and also the quarry on 1st 
or 2nd April 1976 and that after this date, he had gone 
to the quarry on the 5th April, 1976 after the accident. It 
was put to Shri Sarkar that ho had visited the quarry in 
the morning of 4-4-1976, with Dr. R. S. Rai and that at 
that time he hud been pointed out that water had accumulated 
in the quarry. Shri Sarkar’s answer was that on 4th April 
he hud gone towards the south of the quarry, in the morning, 
to about the proposed embankment and he had met 


Dr. R. S. Rai in the morning, but he had not been told 
anything about any accumulation of water in the quarry. 
This statement of Shri Sarkar is not supported by Dr. R. S. 
Rai. Shri Sarkar has stated, further, that he had not gone 
to the Incline Office in the morning of 4th April, 1976. It 
was put to Shri Sarkar that he had gone to the quarry in 
the evening of 3rd April in the company of Dr. R. S. Rai 
and others, where arrangement for the installation of pump 
was discussed and the answer to this too was in the negative. 
What Dr. Rai knew from 3^1-1976 till 5-4-1976 and what he 
did about the accumulation of water may be mentioned at 
this stage. He has stated that there was hca\y rainfall from 
about 7 P.M. to about 9 P.M. on 3-4*1976. He knew in 
the morning of 4-4-1976, about an accumulation of water 
in the quarry bed, but according to him he had found that 
the water was less in the evening. He had also seen the 
quarry in the morning of 5-4-1976 and he had seen water 
accumulated there in the depression. In the morning of 
4 - 4-1976 Dr. Rai had ordered installation of pump in the 
quarry. So there is no doubt that Dr. ft. S. Rai had know- 
ledge of the accumulation of water in the quarry bed, for 
which pump was going to be installed. Dr. Rai had also 
visited the quarry site in the morning of 5-4-1976 for the 
pump installation. 

39. Whether Shri Dipak Sarkar had known on 4-4-1976 
about any accumulation of water in the quarry bed or not, 
has been deposed to by Dr, R. S. Rai in cross-examination 
when it was put to him that he had visited 3/4 incline 
quarry in the morning of 4-4-1976 along with Shri Dipak 
Sarkar and that at that time Shri B. K. Singh, Overman ol 
the quarry, had pointed out to him about the danger from 
the accumulation of water in the quarry. Dr. Rai’s answer 
was that Shri B, K. Singh had not said^ anything about 
danger from this water, but they had jointly seen some 
accumulation of water in the quarry. A speciflci question 
was asked about Shri Dipak Sarkar, and the answer was 
clear that Shri Sarkar was also there. So Shri Dipak Sarkai 
had also known about the accumulation oi water in the 
quarry bed in the morning of 4-4-1976. As a matter of fact, 
according to Dr. Rai, he had discussed the pump installation 
matter with Shri Sarkar on 4-4-1976. 

What happened underground on 5-4-1976. 

40. Evidence has come on record as to what had happened 
in the 3/4 incline underground workings at about 1.30 P.M. 
on that day, and what was the result of the occurrence. Of 
the witnesses, whose evidence will be dealt with below, two 
Chainmen have been examined on behalf of Association of 
Indian Mine Surveyors (Party No, 3), they arc Shri Kedar 
Prasad Singh and Shri Raj Mangal Yadav. A Mining Sirdar, 
named Shri Basbistha Singh has been examined as a Court 
Witness. According to Shri Kedar Prasad Singh, at 10 a.m. 
in the morning of 5th April, seven persons including him 
had gone underground. The other six persons were— 

(1) Shri S. Roy Choudhury, Surveyor. 

(2) Shri R. N. Banejjcc, Survey. 

(3) Shri Sitaram Singh, General Mazdoor, working as a 

Chainman, 

(4) Shri Fatik Ojha, Chainman. 

(5) Shri Ballabh Medak, Chainman. 

(6) Shri Raj Mangal Yadav, Chainman. 

(Of these, the first five persons died as a result of the 
occurrence on that day). 

41. It will appear presently that another person, named, 
Shri Bashistha Singh, Mining Sirdar, had also gone under- 
ground at that time, what happened underground at about 
1.30 P.M. has been described by Shri Kedar Prasad Singh 
thus — 

"At. that time, 1 could hear a loud sound. We discussed 
among ourselves as to what the sound was from, Shri Roy 
Choudhuiw said it was the sound of air. At that time we 
were at tjhe junction of K level and No, 4 incline. I could 
see water coming down the incline, So, we started running 
upwards via No. 4 incline. All seven us were running 
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up together, Upto about G level, all seven of us were 
together. At that time, the height of water in No. 4 Incline 
was increasing. At that stage, I. remarked that we should 
now look after ourselves and run tor our lives. Shri Raj 
Mangal Yadav started running up quickly. 1 was following 
him nearby going up as my cap lamp had extinguished 
The other five persons were behind us. When we two were 
above G level, I noticed iron rails coming down the incline 
from above. There wcie wooden pieces and pipes also 
coming down. The depth of water coming down Incline 
No. 4 was about 18 inches at that stage. 1 enquired from 
Shri Raj Mangal Yadav as to whether tlier i was any place 
where wc could go for our safety. He said yes, there was 
and he ran up to take shelter in a man-hole bciween levels 
F and G. 1 also ran up following Shri Raj Mangal Yadav 
and took shelter in the same man-hole. The man-hole was 
to the left of No. 4 Incline going upwards. We were in 
the man-hole for about half an hour. During this time, 
water that had come down in No. 4 Incline had risen upto 
two feet in height. After about half an hour, the water 
decreased and when all the water had gone down, we came 
out in the main dip. We showed the lamp down the incline 
but we could find no trace of the o-her persons who were 
following us. Then we started to go upwards and wc had 
to do so with some difficulty. When we had crossed F 
level, we saw some persons coming down with light. They 
were three in number. They gave us courage by saying 
that there was no fear any more and wc should try to go 
above ground. These persons helped us to come out of the 
Incline. 


42. Shri Raj Mangal Yadav has narrated his experience 
as below : — 


"At about 1.30 P.M. water started coming down from 
above. I was somewhere inside the gallery and seeing water 
lowering down, Kcdar Singh and Shri Roy Choudhury called 
for me. Inside the gallery I was standing holding a plumb- 
bob line. Hearing Shri Roy Choudhury saying that we 
should run, 1 came to the main dip. From that place all 
of lls started running up the incline. At that time water 
coming down was about 1 foot in height. Rails, pipes and 
wooden pieces were coming down the incline with the water. 
While going up I had come across a man-hole. I look 
shelter in it and when Kedar Singh ajso came in that man- 
hole. I had noticed that Shri Kedar Singh had fallen down 
just outside the man-hole. Actually I had pulled him in 
the man-hole. While we wore in the man-hole, the height 
of water in the incline had increased. We were inside the 
man-hole for about half-an-hour. After the water level had 
come down in the incline the two of us came out of the 
man-hole and started going up. When we had walked up 
some distance, wc met the Mining Sirdar and Overman, 
whose names I do not know. They were saying that they 
were Mining Sirdar and Overman. They told us that they 
were there and they asked us to go up the incline. After 
we had met these two persons, they took Lis above ground 
through another route and not through the incline itself. 
When wc had met these two persons, water was still coming 
down the incline. The depth of water in the incline was 
about 6 inches at that time. Thereafter we came outside 
the incline.” 


43. The Mining Sirdar and Overman, whose names Shri 
Raj Manga) Yadav did not know at that time, were Shri 
Bashistha Singh and Shri S. D. Singh (both examined ay 
Court Witnesses). The evidence given by Shri Redar Pra- 
sad Singh and Shri Raj Mangal Yadav, has been fully corrobo- 
rated by Shri Bashistha Singh, with respect to what had 
happened underground. According to Shri Bashistha Singh, 
Dr. R, S. Rai had asked him on 4-4-1976 to work in the 
incline on the next day and so on the date of the acci- 
dent he had gone to work at about 7.30 a.m. Shri S. D. 
Singh, Overman, had said that there will be work done in 
the incline and underground, and the overman has asked 
Shri Baohistha Singh and the other workers to go down 
incline No, 4 and wait for him at A level. The workers 
went down at about 8 a.m. and stopped at A level. Shri 
S. D. Sinph had come and met the workers, and he and 
Shri Bashistha. Singh had gone further down. Some per- 
sons were left behind to bring pipes from the surface 
These pipes were required for pumps. Where Shri BashK 
stha Singh had gone down and what had happened there- 
after may be described in his words as follows : — 


4 T had gone down upto J level with Shri Ratan Bauri, 
iinc-mistry as we had to set up the line. Shri S, D. Singh 
went further down with the timber miytry, named Shri 
Durga Prasad Tiwari for supporting arches, I had reached 
J level at about 9 a.m. At about 11 a.m. I had noticed 
two persons coming from above, whom I had not known 
from before, one had spectacles on and the other dresyed 
in full-pant. The gentleman who was wearing spectacles 

went further down and I had to assist the other gentleman 

who was dressed in whiLe-pant to go further down the 
Incline. I had enquired from this gentleman as to who he 
was but he had not said anything. The line-mistry had in- 
formed me that this gentleman was Bancrjec Babu, Surveyer, 
He informed me that the olher gentleman who had spec- 
tacles on was Roy Choudhury Babu. Some other persons 
had come with materials for survey work and they had 
gone further down from J level where I was working 
Shri S. D. Singh had come upto J level and had told me 
that it was necessary for one of us to go down and assist 

the Surveyors and 1 was ayked to go and have some tea 

and then come down, so that I could go and help the 
Surveyors. Actually none of us went up and as a matter 
of fact we stayed at J level along with Shri S, D. Singh. 
The Chainmcn of the Surveyors had asked that the throwing 
of logs should be stopped otherwise they may roll down 
and injure the persons down below and so we had stopped 
work at J level. Wc had enquired as to how much time 
the Surveyors would take, so that we could continue with 
our work at J level and we were informed that there was 
no certainty about this matter, So Shri S. D, Singh went 
out with the other workmen, while 1 went down to K level 
to ausist the Surveyors and their men. While the Surveyors 
and their men were working at K level, their Chainman 
was a little below J level, fixing the centre line. I way 
standing a little above the arch set up near the junction of 
No. 4 incline and K level. Litllo after 1 P. M. this Chain- 
man who was little below J level, shouted that water was 
coming down the incline, I informed Ihoye who were 

below me about this warning and I took up the safety 
lamp and proceeded upwards along the incline. When J 

was about 20 feet below this Chuinman I had noticed 
boulders coming down with water, along the incline and I 
shouted to the Chainman that he should run upwards. 
Looking downwards I noticed that one person was trying 
to come up holding the arch and some others were trying 
to come up, holding each other. This I could notice with 
the help of the cap lamp. I started running up from J 
level and when 1 had come to about D level the flow of 
water was more and I went up by holding the rail because 
the rail was above the floor of the incline. I had taken 
the safety lamp by the teeth and that is how I could go 
up with the help of the rail in incline No. 4. After I had 
gone up to the point from where water was going down, I 
noticed that the rails were also wayhed down the incline. 
I had noticed that the flow of water had filled the dimen- 
sion of the incline and I had come out and gone to the 

office." 

44. In the office, Shri Bashistha Singh had met Shri 
S. B. Singh, Assistant Manager, to whom he narrated what 
had happened below and ayked for assistance. Immediately 
thereafter he had gone down the incline again, accompany- 
ing by Shri S. D, Singh, Overman, What had happened 
thereafter has been stated by Shri Bashistha Singh as 
follows : — 

"When water started decreasing, I and Shri S, D. Singh 
went further down to about C level or further down. I 
could notice two cap lampu burning and persons there, cne 
was standing and another had fallen down. I went down 
and lifted this person up and helped him to come up. 
Later on I came to know that his name was Shri Kedar 
Singh. The other person who was standing before, came 
up by himself. I came to know later on that this person 
was Shri Raj Mangal Yadav. After we had all come up to 
the mouth of the incline. I had seen there Bhaduri Sahcb, 
Sarkar Saheb and Rai Saheb. A thick rope was sent down 
the incline for rescue work. By this time, the rescue team 
had also arrived. I had gone down upto K level for ren- 
dering rescue work. I had noticed lot of loose timbers 
etc. in the incline and at K level. From K level I had 
gone outuide and T was again asked by Bhaduri Saheb to 
go down for rendering assistance. With the help of the 
rope I had gone down to some extent but then I found that 
there was fear of our lives and so I and some othera ran 
towards cast along C level and concealed ourselves. At

about 9 P.M. in the evening we were informed that we 
could come out and so I came out at that time. From the 
mouth of the incline we were taken to the Officers' Colony 
in a Police Van and Dr. Rai was also with us at that time- 
I and Shri S. D. Singh remained in the Officers’ Colony 
for the whole night,” 

45. Evidence of Shri Bashistha Singh has been sup- 
ported by Shd S. D, Singh, Overman, as to having gone 
down upto A level and having met Shri Bashistha Singh 
with the other workmen present there. What happened 
thereafter has been described by Shri S. D. Singh as 
follows : — 

“1 asked the workers who were engaged in lowering 
pipes, to take the pipes down to K level, as pipes were 
very necessary there. At G level, I left some workmen, 
for lowering cogging sleepers. Between J and K level, I 
told Shri Bashistha Singh to supervise the line extension 
there. I went down to K level and at about 11 a.m. ihe 
Surveyors arrived there. I knew one of the Surveyors, 
Bancrjce Babu. They act their instruments for the survey 
work. One was set at the centre of the main dip at 1 
level. The other was set in K level to the West of its 
junction with the main dip. After our support work was 
completed, T asked the Khutla Miutry (Prop Mistry) to come 
up to J level, for other work. 1 had enquired from the 
Surveyors as to how long they would conduct their work 
and I was told that they would work for four or five 
hours more and so T went upto J level and met Shri 
Bashistha Singh there. T told Shri Bashiutha Singh that as 
survey work was going on, one of us have to 9 tay back, 
f suggested that cither he or 1 should stay underground 
with the surveyors. Shri Bashistha Sinph suggested that he 
would remain and I could go up with the other men. 
So Shri Bashistha Singh remained behind and J and the 
other wokers came up. I had sent Shri Bashistha Singh 
down to K level. My talk with Shri Bashistha Singh was 
at about 1 P.M. When I and the other workers came up 
to G level I Daw the pipe lowering gang was coming down 
with four pipes. They were standing at G level I told 
this gang that it was 1 P.M. and they had not yet lowered 
the pipes to K level. ^ Some of the gang were willing to go 
down immediately with the pipes and some were not so 
willing and hence we remained at G level for a few minutes. 
At about 1.15 P.M. we were at G level, we could hear 
sound of water coming down. I could see water coming 
down the incline right upto G level. I told the gang pre- 
sent at G level that along with water, materials like rocks 
and boulders may come down and so they should go up 
and take shelter somewhere in D level. So far as T know, 
these people ran up, straightaway from G level. When J 
had come up to D level, I met the Timber Mistry there. 
He said that others had gone Up the incline, but he could 
not go as his lamp was not functioning, From D level 
T and the Timber Mistry took another route by the cross- 
cut and not through Incline No. 4 and when we came upto 
A level, I could nee water flowing down the incline. Water 
was going down at some force. From there, I and the 
Timber Mistry came out from the incline mouth and went 
to the quarry office.” 


46. Shri S, D. Singh has also corroborated Shri 
Bashistha Singh about his going down on the second occa- 
sion, when he had met Dr. R. S. Rai along with one work- 
man, below D level. Shri S, D. Singh had also met Shri 
Dipak Sarkar near about G level. While Shri S. D, Singh 
was at this place, Dr. Rai and other workmen accompany- 
ing him had come up from below and Dr. Rai had stated 
that three dead bodies could be seen down below and the 
whereabouts of the others were not known. Shri S. D. 
Singh had also been taken into the Officers' Colony that 
night for safety and security and he had stayed there for 
the whole night. 


47 . An important point to be noticed from the evidence 
of Shri Kedar Prasad Singh, Shri Raj Mangal Yadav, ia 
about the force of water that must have come down incline 
No, 4 at the time of the occurrence. Shri Kedar Prasad 
Singh had stated that he had seen iron rails coming down 
the incline fi om above and wooden pieces and pipes were 
also coming down. The depth of water coming down bet- 
ween No. 4 was about 18 inches in the vicinity of G level. 
According to Shri Raj Mangal Yadav, when he was in the 


underground working, inside the gallery, he had started 

running up the inclme when waLer came down and at that 
time the water was about one foot in height and rails, 
pipes and wooden pieces were coming down when he was 
in the man-hole, the height ot water in the incline had 

increased, and he and Shri Kedar Prayad Singh took sheLter 
in the man-hole for about half an hour, thereafter, the 
flow of water had decreased. Shri Bashistha Singh was 
standing a little above the arch set up near the junction of 
No, 4 incline and K level, when water came down the 

incline. When he had gone up to near J level, he had 

noticed boulders coming down with water along the incline. 
Shri Bashistha Singh had started running up from J level 
and when he had come up to about D level, the flow of 
water had increased and he could go up only by holding 
the rail, which was above the floor of the incline. When 
he had gone up to the point from where water was going 
down No. 4 incline, he had noticed that rails had also been 
washed down the incline. He had noticed that the flow of 
water had filled the whole incline, indicating the volume of 
water that was going down. 

48. The above evidence is a clear indication of the fact 
that large volume of water had gone No. 4 incline at about 
1.30 P.M. with great force, taking down with it wooden 
and iron materials. It may be mentioned at this stage that 
the distance between the place where water must have 
fallen, at the time of occurrence from the Quany on to B 
level and the junction of the level with Incline No. 4, 
towards the cast was about 300 feet, as deposed by Shri S. 
N. Mishra. From Ext. 2/3 which is on scale, this distance 
would appear to be not less than 300 feet. Therefore, the 
volume of water falling down into the underground working 
from the quarry was such that, apart from travelling in 
any other direction, water had travelled about 300 feet 
towards the east, to Incline No. 4 and had gone down the 
Incline in the manner described by the witness and causing 
the devastation mentioned above. 


49, A plan marked as Exhibit B/l, submitted on behalf 
of Party No. 8 has been described as “Devastation Plan of 
Accident on 5-4-1976 due to Inmsh of Water”. This gives 
a picture of the devastation which had been caused by 
the inmsh of water in No. 4 Incline and in its neighbour- 
hood. This plan also confirms the conclusion that a huge 
volume of water must have gone down, otherwise such 
devastation could not have been caused, leading to the 
unfortunate death of five human beings. 

Effect of Accumulated Water Falling Underground on 5-4-76 

50. Another aspect of the force of water falling down on 
5-4-1976 may be understood from the following and for 
this I go back to the instructions issued by the Directorate 
of Mines vSafcty soon after the first accident of 27-124975, 
regarding the isolation of the workings in the 3/4 incline 
underground workings, as a measure of precaution. I have 
already referred to a document in this connection, Ext. J 
dated 8-1-1976, with respect to the steps that were advised 
to be taken on the surface. The relevant portion of Ext, J 
with respect to underground workings of 3/4 incline reads 
ns follows 

“In order to isolate the working between No. 3 and 4 
Inclines from the air circuit ventilating the 
Inclines, it is suggested that following works shall 
be undertaken. A(i) Workings in number D and 
other successive lower levels connected with 

No. 3 Incline and No. 4 Inclines (cross-cut) shall 
be sealed by sand bag stoppings /corrugated iron 
sheet stoppings. Similarly, connections on east of 
No. 4 Incline (cross-cut) in different levels except 
dip most level shall be sealed. Sampling pipes 
shall be left in the stoppings for regular collection 
of air samples." 

51. In this context also, some questions had been put 
to Shri S. N. Mishra, management’s Surveyor, to which 
reference may now he made. He has stated that after the 
accident which had occurcd on 27-12-1975, he had made 
sand-bag stoppings and corm gated-sheet stoppings under- 
ground, to isolate the openings of No. 3 and 4 Inclines, in 
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lcv*li as was desired by tho Technical Commlttw. Shri 
Mishm was asked what different he had noticed under- 
ground, near No. 4 Incline, on his inspections of A level 
before the accident and after the accident of 5-4-1976, His 
answer was that A level near No. 4 incline was packed 
with sand and there was no approach from the west to 
east into No. 4 incline. According to Shri Mishra, similar 
was the position of B level. So far as *C * level was con- 
cerned, he said that there was some access which he and 
his party had stopped. According to him, further, to the 
west of No. 4 Incline, there were stopping from A to K 
levels and some stoppings from No. 4 incline were made by 
him and his party, to prevent air circulation from east to 
west. The evidence given by Shri Mfshra, mentioned earlier 
about the situation after the accident, clearly shows that 
when water had emptied out from the quarry bed, at tho 
time of the accident on 5-4-1976, it had removed the obsta- 
cles between the spot where water had fallen, on B or C 
level and the junction of No. 4 Incline. The stopping bet- 
ween these points could not have been of a flimsy nature, 
and the force of the water moving east-wards along B or 
C level, to No. 4 incline, can be imagined. This must be 
taken into consideration, specially when the normal flow of 
water falling at the level through the Ho-arifed Veil’ or 
through the pipes set up after 27-12-1975, was towards 
the west, i.e. to say, towards No. 3 Incline and not towards 
No. 4 Incliae, to the east. An enormous quantity of water 
must have failed at the time of accurrence through the 
aperture made on 5-4-1976, to move towards the east, to 
No, 4 Incline, removing the barriers and bringing down the 
rails etc., about which the witnesses have deposed. The 
aperture that the accumulated water had made at the sur- 
face in the quarry bed, on 5-4-1976 has been described by 
Shri Dipak Sarkar as follows : — 

“The puncture point subsided and a big piece of coal 
block which was hanging by the side toppled and 
a big crater was formed. 

52. According to him, further, the vertical displacement 
due to subsidence was about 6 to 7 feet downwards. Shri 
Dipak Sarkar has also stated that he had gone underground 
through Incline No. 4 immediately after the occurrence 
and, while going down he had found that from just above 
'G level, a very big block of coal had slided. Dr. R. S, 
Rai had gone down to the underground workings for the 
second time, after returning from leave, on or about the 
15th and 16th of April 1976 find he had found the pack- 
walls in A level completely washed off. From what he 
had learnt from different people, he would conclude that 
there was some big roof fall in A level, at the time of the 
accident, which had caused an air-blast and sudden rise of 
pressure of air and water. 

Who was the Manager of 3/4 Incline Underground Workings 
on 5-4-1976 

53. Before the responsibilities of the officers concerned can 
be ascertained, a controversy with respect to the position held 
by Dr. R, S. Rai on 5-4-1976 has to be decided. The question 
In controversy is whether Dr. R. S. Rai was the manager of 
3/4 incline underground workings on 5-4-1976 or not.’ My 
attention had b:cn drawn to some provisions of the Coal 
Mines Regulations, 1957 and elaborate oral evidence has 
come on the record on the point, 

54. The regulations mentioned above are Regulations 
8,30,31 (4) and 31 (7) which read as follows ! — 

Regulation 8, Change in ownership and addresses etc. 

(1) (s\) When a change occurs in the name of ownership 
of a mine or in the address of the owner, agent or manager, 
shall within seven days from the date of the change give to 
the Chief Inspector and the Regional Inspector a notice in 
Form I : 

Provided that where the owner of a mine is (***) a firm 
or other association of individuals, a change — 

(i) of any partner in the case of a Arm ; 

fii) any member in the case of an association : 


(Hi) of the director In the cut of a private company ; or 

(iv) of any shareholder in the case of a private company 
shall also be intimated to the Chief Inspector and 
the regional inspector, within seven days from the 
date ot the change, 

(b) When the ownership of a mine is transferred, tho 
provious owner or his agent shall make over to the new 
owner or his agent, within a period of seven days Of the trans- 
fer of ownership, all plans, sections, reports, registers and 
other records maintained in pursuance of the Act and the 
regulations, or orders made thereunder all correspondence 
relating to the working of the mine relevant thereto ; and 
when the requirements of this clause have been duly complied 
with, both tho previous and the new owners or their res- 
pective agents shall forthwith inform the Chief Inspector and 
the regional inspector in writing. 

(2) When any appointment is made of an agent, manager, 
engineer, surveyor, ventilation officer, safety officer, under 
manager of assistant manager or when the employment of 
any such persons is terminated or any such person leaves the 
said employment, or when any change occurs in the address 
of any agent or manager, the owner, agent or manager, shall, 
within seven days from the date of such appointment, termi- 
nation or change, give to the Chief Inspector of Mines and 
the Regional Inspector a notice in Form II. 

Regulation 30 Definitions — For the purpose of this Chapter ; 

fa) Every system of workings belowground interconnected 
in such a manner that communication is practicable from any 
One part of the system to any other part by means of galle- 
ries, channels or drifts belowground shall be deemed to 
constitute one mine. If access from one system of such wor- 
kings belowground to another such system is not practicable 
each system shall be deemed to constitute a separate mine : 

Provided that where two or more systems of workings be- 
lowground not belonging to the same owner, for any spe- 
cial reason, are inter-connected, each such system shall be 
deemed to constitute a separte mine : 

Provided further that where special conditions exist, the 
Chief Inspector may, by an order in writing and subject to 
such conditions as he may specify therein permit or require the 
effect for a period exceeding 12 months’ unless renewed. The 
division of any one such system into jwo or more separate 
mine. 

(b) The expression ‘average output^ means the average per 
month of the total output of the mine or mines during the 
preceding quarter. 

Regulation 31. Qualifications and appointment of managers. 

(4) No person shall act, or be appointed, as manager of 
more than one mine except with the previous permission in 
writing of the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions 
as he may specify therein. No such permission shall have 
effect for a period exceeding 12 months, unless renewed. The 
Chief Inspector may at any time, by an order in writing, vary 
or revoke any such permission if the circumstances under 
which the permission was granted have altered or the Chief 
Inspector finds that the manager has not been able to exer- 
cise effective supervision in the mines under his charge. 

7(a) Where by reason of absence or for any other reason, 
the manager is unable to exercise daily personal supervision 
or is unable to perform his duties under the Act or these 
regulations, or orders made thereunder, . the onwer, agent or 
manager shall authorise in writing a person whom he consi- 
ders competent to act as manager of the mine : 

Provided that — 

(i) such person holds a Manager's or Overman’s Certi- 

ficate ; 

(ii) no such authorisation shall have effect for a period in 

excess of 30 days except with the previous consent 
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in writing of the Chief Inspector and subject to such 
conditions as he may specify therein ; 

(iii) the owner, agent or manager, as the case may be, 

shall forthwith send by registered post to the Chief 
Inspector and the regional inspector a written notice 
intimating that such an authorisation has been 
made, and, stating the reason for the authorisation, 
the qualifications and experience of the person 
authorised, and the date of the commencement and 
ending of the authorisation ; and 

(iv) the Chief Inspector or the regional inspector may, ex- 

cept in the case of a person possessing ihe qualifica- 
tion specified in sub-regulation (2), by an order in 
writing, revoke any authority so granted. 

(b) The person so authorised shall, during ihe period of such 
authorisation, have the same responsibilities, discharge the 
same duties and be subject to the same liabilities as the 
manager. 

55. One viewpoint presented before this Court of Inquiry 
is that 3/4 incline underground workings was a separate mine 
within the definition under Regulation 30 and that Dr. R. S. 
Rai had not been appointed as manager of this mine with the 
previous permission in writing of the Chief inspector, as re- 
quired under Regulation 31(4) and as at the relevant time, 
he has already a manager of Seven Cross-cut in 17 Special 
Seam Incline mine, he could not have been the manager of 
3/4 incline underground workings also on 5-4-1976. 

56. In this examination-in-chief, Dr. R. S. Rai (examined 
for the management, Party No. 1 ) stated that in November 
1974 he was transferred to Chasnalla incline nunc (17 special 
seam) as manager, from Jeetpur Colliery, where he was First 
Class Assistant Manager (working mainly as Safety Ollieer), 
and he continued ax manager in Chasnalla Incline mine (17 
special scam) up to 16-4-1976. Then he was transferred to 
Jeetpur again as Manager on Special Duty where he was still, 
continuing as such. When Dr. R. S. Rai was cross-examined 
on behalf of Party No. 10 (Coal Mines Officers 1 Association of 
India), his attention was drawn to Regulation 4l (4) and he 
was asked whether he had issued authorisations to Assistant 
Managers, Overmen, Mining Sirdars and other competent 
persons under him in 3/4 incline underground workings, and 
his answer was in the negative. He said that this was because 
he had not taken charge of the mine as yet. 

57. The other side of the picture, on this point, is repre- 
sented by his Diary, Ext. C/1, another diary kept by Shri 
P, N. Das, Assistant Manager, and the oral evidence given by 
Shri Dipak Sarkar, who was the Area Manager of Chasnalla 
Colliery, including 3/4 incline undeground workings from 
29-3-1976. 

58. Shri Dipak Sarkar has deposed that from 29-3-1976 
Dr Rai was the manager of l and 2 old incline, 3/4 incline 
and HK Incline Quarry, He made it clear that Dr. Rai was 
the manager not only of 17 Special seam, but he was manager 
of 12,13 and 14 scam old workings also. Shri Sarkar was 
asked whether, under Regulation 30, thflfce inclines and quar- 
ries constituted one mine on 5-4-1976. The answer was that 
these were at least two mines, but at that time in Seven Cross- 
cut incline, i.c. 17 special seam incline, no work was going 
on except for pumping. Shri Sarkar was further asked whe- 
ther prior permission erf the Chief Inspector was obtained be- 
fore appointing Dr. R. S. Rai as manager of 3 /4 incline old 
workings. The answer was, that this permission should have 
been obtained. He was then asked as to whether such permis- 
sion was in fact obtained or not, and he stated that he had 
given a notice to DGMS, in Form I, on 29-3-1976, stating 
therein that Dr. Rai was manager in respect of both the mimci 
Shri Sarkar continued by saying that he was to seek permis- 
sion under Regulation 31 (4), but no such permission had ac- 
tually been asked for. When Dr. R. S. Rai was examined as 
witness following Shri Dipak Sarkar, he was cross-examined 
on this point on behalf of Party No. 8. He stated that he was 
not the statutory manager of 3 /4 incline old workings and he 
had no legal document in his possession to claim himself as 
manager of 3/4 incline and quarries. He stated that he was 
manager only of Seven Cross-cut on 5-4-1976. 
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59. In view of Regulations 30 and 31(4), it seems that 
3/4 incline workings formed a separate mine, by themselves, 
and Ur. S. R. Rai was correct in saying that on 5-44976 he 
could not have been statutory manager of 3/4 incline under- 
ground workings. This is also clear from the evidence of 
Shri Dipak Sarkar to the effect that the premission of the 
Chief Inspector under Regulation 3(4) had not even been 
asked for. Form l notice (copy marked as Ext. E for Party 
No. 8) gives a clear impression that 17 Special seam incline 
(Seven Cross-cut) and 3/4 incline underground working were 
considered to be two separate mines. There is also no evidence 
which will indicate that Dr. Rai had been given a copy of 
Ext. E, 


60. The contention raised on behalf of Party No. 1. that 
the communication sent to the DGMS. marked as Ext. E 
had amounted to an authorisation of Dr. Rai to act as a 
manager of 3/4 incline workings, is not of any force. Thcie 
is nothing on record to indicate that Dr. Rai had received 
any authorisation in writing, to act. as manager, As a matter 
of fact, Shri Dipak Sarkar was specifically asked about any 
action having been taken under Regulation 31 (7). His answer 
was in the negative. The first page of Ext. E does not, in 
my opinion, fulfil the requirements of Regulation 31 (7), to 
invest Dr. Rai with the responsibilities, duties and liabilities 
of the Manager of 3/4 incline underground workings. 


61. How Dr. had come to work in 3/4 incline under- 
ground workings upto 5-4-176 may now bo narrated. It was 
obtained from him by cross-examination on behalf of Party 
No. 8, that, by minutes of the meeting held on 24-2-1976, 
he was assigned the duty of supervising the dam construction 
and embankment construction for salvaging the deep Chas< 
nalla mine. The dam construction was to be. inside the 3/4 
incline underground workings, to isolate it from the deep 
mine after the accident of 274 2-1975 and the embankment 
construction was to be on the surface. Dr. Rai had taken 
charge of supervising the dam construction sometime in the 
second week of March. According to him, he was supervising 
this work as a Special Officer, as this was not a normal 
operation of the mine. The immediate work for the dam cons- 
truction in No. 4 incline was to support the incline and to lay 
tracks for transport of materials for constructing the dam. 
Thereafter, it appears, that towards the end of March, 1976, it 
was decided that Dr. Rai should also be appointed as mana- 
ger of 3/4 incline underground workings. Dr. Rai has stated 
.[hat there was a circular issued by the Chief Personnel Mana- 
ger dated 26-34 976 by which he was to be appointed mana- 
ger of 3/4 incline underground workings. This is also the evi- 
dence of Shri Dipak Sarkar. According to Shri Sarkar, on 
29-3-1976 he had sent the required Form I notice (Ext. E) 
to DGMS. indicating the appointment of Dr. Rai in that 
capacity. According to Shri Sarkar he had appointed Dr. Rai 
as manager # in the capacity of Agent and had informed the 
DGMS, He had also informed Dr. Rai orally on the 29th 
March 1976 about this matter, ft is from these circumstanc- 
es that this controversy has arisen as to the capacity in which 
Dr. Rai was working on 5-4-1976. 

62. From Ihe above, all that can be said is, that Dr. Rai 
had come to know on 29-3-1976 from Shri Dipak Sarkar that 
he was the manager of 3/4 incline underground workings 
and quarries. But, it is also clear that by that time or even 
thereafter, the legal requirements of the Regulations were not 
complied with in respect of the appointment of Dr. Rai 
as manager of 3/4 incline and quarries and Dr, Rai 
cannot be blamed if his attitude was, as he has clarified in 
his cross-examination, that he could accept the appointment 
only on authorisation by the owner or agent of the mine 
and on all legal formalities having been complied with. All 
that can be said from his diary (Ext. C/l) is that he was 
supervising some work of 3/4 incline and quarries on 
1-44976, 2-4-1976 and 3-44976, Shri Ramauuj Bhatta- 
charvya had gone away by 29-3-1976, and so there was no 
manager of 3/4 inclines and quarries if Dr. Rai had not 
legally stopped into the place of Shri Bhattacharyya. As 
Dr, Rai was supervising the dam construction even earlier, 
the entries in his diary Ext, C/l or his signing the diary of 
Shri P.N. Das Assistant Manager on 1-4-1976 and 2-4-1976 
could not have altered the Picture, investing him with the 
rights, duties and responsibilities of the manager of 3/4 
incline and quarries from 29-3-1976.

Works of the Survey Tenni upto 5-4-1978. 

63. How the Survey tcgm of the late Shri S. Roy Chou- 
dhury and late Shri R. N, Banerjce, Surveyors, had gone to 
work in No. 3/4 incline underground workings on 5-4^1976 
may now be narrated : — 

Chapter 11, paragraph 5.2 of Shri S. P. Gunguli's statutory 
report mentions the matter thus — 

“5.2 : It was proposed to construct a dam in the 
offending gallery in order to isolate the working 
of the incline from those of the pits. Support work 
and track laying was being done In No. 4 incline 
and this incline was proposed to be used for the 
transport of material ypto the dam site. Besides 
this, survey work was also in progress mainly to 
ascertain the adequacy of barrier between the 
workings of 3/4 incline and those of No, 1 hori- 
zon as advised by this directorate because the 
management was keen to resume work in 1st 
horizon before the onset of the monsoon' 1 , 

64. This matter has also been mentioned in paragraph 
30 of the Written Statement filed by Part No. 1 thus : 

“That to make the mine safe and to construct the 
water dam at the puncture point between the incline 
and the 1st horizon it was considered expedient 
to complete survey work as per the directives 
of the Joint Director of Mines Safety, Dhanbad 
Region No. IT, the Surveyors and the Chairmen 
were engaged in carrying on surveying.” 

65. According to Shri Dipak Sarkar, the directive of the 
Director General of Mines Safety to get the 3/4 incline 
underground works surveyed was contained in a written 
communication sent by Shri A. B. Singh, Joint Director of 
Mines Safety and we were informed that this directive was 
sent on 28-2-1976. Shri Sarkar was asked as to what step* 
had been taken on receipt of this direction from the DO MS 
and he stated that he had instructed the respective mana- 
gers, Shri S. N. Choudhury and Dr. R. S. Rui, to instruct 
the Surveyors of the two mines to complete the survey work 
(Shri S, N. Choudhury had become the manager of the deep 
mine from 4-1-1976. in place of Shri Ramanuj Bhattn- 
charyyiO. According to Shri Dipak Sarkar, late Shri S, Roy 
Choudhury was a Surveyor for the deep mine and Shri R. N. 
Baneriee was the Surveyor for ihc inclines and quarries, 

66. The work of the Surveyors* team in February and 
again on 5-4-1976 have also been deposed to by Dr. R. S. Rai 
in cross-examination. It was elicited from him, on n question 
as to whether the team of surveyors were going down No. 4 
incline for doing their job regularly ot not, that the Surve- 
yors had gone down sometime in February for survey work 
and after that they went again on 5-4-1976. Dr. Rai was 
asked as to whether he knew that the survey party had gone 
in the underground works of No. 4 incline on 5-4-1976 or 
not and his answer was that only after the accident he had 
come to know that Ihc survey team was involved in the 
accident. 

67. From what has been dealt with above, we have a 
clear picture now of the following factors : 

tl) The nature of (he normal flow of water In the 

depression towards fhe eastern side of I he quarry 
bed, after 27-12-1975 and before 5-4-1976. 

(2) The attempts made lo channelise this flow of 
water with the help of silt trap and through pipes, 
so that the water could fall into 3/4 incline under- 
ground workings through the pipes. 

(31 The attempts made to cover the subsidence cracks 
and the so called “well*', after 27-12-1975, 
deposed by Shri S. N. Mishra. Surveyor of T1SCO. 

.64) The process of accumulation of water in the qunrrv 
bed on 3rd, 4th and 5th April, 1976 and the 
volume of accumulation. 


Responsibilities of Officers. 

68. The silt trap and the pipe-lines were installed in 
January 1976 and a bund had also been made towards the 
north of the “well 71 at the sametime as stated by Shri S. 
N. Mishra. Shri Dipak Sarkar was the Agent of 3/4 incline 
and quarries from 4-1-1976. He was aware of the channeli- 
sation of the flow of water in the subsided portion of the 
quarry and about the covering up of the ‘well’. In 
connection with the directives issued by Ext. 1 /9, Shri 
Dipak Sarkar was asked several questions and the following 
question and answer are relevant: 

Question : After completion of the construction work 
as per the directive, if the same were inspected by 
the officers of the DGMS ? 

Answer : The compliance report, I gave it to Mr, R. Y. 
Singh on the same day at the end of January and 
he was shown the manner it had been done. 

69. Shri Dipak Sarkar had inspected K level, as he says, 

on 1st or 2nd April, 1976 and he has also made an inspec- 
tion of the quarry on that day. He had seen the accumula- 
tion of water in the quarry bed in the morning of 4-4-1976. 

On this conclusion, it is clear that Shri Sarkar should have 
stopped all work in the 3/4 incline underground workings 
immediately thereafter If he had been careful enough in this 
respect., the accident which had happened on 5-4-1976, 
would not have involved any human life, even if the water 
had gone down on that day. 

70. So far as Dr. Rai is concerned the matter stands on a 

different footing. No formal charge was given lo him, as 
manager, on 29-3-1976 or thereafter. He has stated that he 
had no knowledge that the pipes, silt traps etc. were provi- 
ded at the quarry bed to permit water to go down No. 4 

incline workings, meaning thereby, how the directions con- 
tained in Exts* 1/8 and 1/9 had been complied with. So, if 
Dr. Rai had no connection with 3/4 incline underground 
workings and the quarry before the second week of March 
1976, he may not have known how water used to flow down 
(he quarry bed through the “well", into the underground 
workings and what was the nature of the channelisation oF 
this water and of the covering of the “well” and Ihc subsi- 
dence cracks and therefore he may not have realised (he 
danger from the accumulation of water in the quarry bed. 
merely from the volume of it. 

71. A clear picture has also come on the record as to 
what had happened in the morning of 5-4-1976, Dr. Rai has 
stated that he had gone to the incline office at about 7 A M. 
and had discussed about the works with Shri S. R. Singh, 
Assistant Manager, at about 9 A.M. He has stated that when 
the persons had gone down, he had gone to the Store for 
arranging haulage rope which was to be used Tor splicing 
on that day. By “persons” he must have meant the workers 
engaged for the dam construction. According to Dr, Rai, 
from the Store he had seen the Chairman, Shri Hiten Bhaya, 
and the Chief Executive (Collieries), coming towards 3/4 
incline quarry side and he had joined them and f*om that 
time he was with this party upto about 1.30 P.M., when he 
had learnt about the accident. According to Shri Kedar 
Prasad Singh, Chairman, who had gone underground with 
the Surveyors, the party consisting of late Shri S. Roy 
Choudhury, late Shri R. N. BHUcrjee and others and him- 
self had gone underground at 10 A,M. on 5-4-1976. It is 
therefore clear that Dr, Rai had no idea about the survey 
learn going to the 3/4 incline underground workings on the 
date of the accident. According to Dr. Rai it was mentioned 
in the minutes of the meeting of 24-2-1976 that he was to 
report to Shri Dipak Sarkar and he was doing so. Therefore, 
if anv responsibility lay on any officer for stopping the works 
underground, in 3/4 incline old workings, it lav on Shri 
Dipak Sarkar, as the Agent and Area Manager. [He bad 
become Area Manager of 3 /4 Incline and Quarries on 
29-3-19761. 

72. My final conclusion is that the accident which had 
happened on 5-4-1976, in the 3/4 incline underground work- 
ings, was due (o the carelessness on fhe part of Shri Dipak 
Sarkar and that mo blame for this accident should be placed 
on the shoulder of Dr. R. S. Rai. 
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73. In view of the conclusion, that the accident was due 
to CiV'ekssness of a member of the management, an order 
rea ding recovery of expenses must be made under Rule 22 
of" the Mines Rules, 1955, which reads as follows : — 

Recovery of expenses — If a Court of Inquiry finds that 
the accident was due to any carelessness or negli- 
gence on the part of the management, the court 
may direct the recovery of expenses of such court, 
including any other expenses connected with the 
inquiry, from the owner, agent or manager of the 
mine concerned, in such manner and within such 
time as the court may specify. 

(2) The amount directed to be recovered under sub- 
rule (1) may, on application by the Chief Inspector 
or Inspector to a Magistrate having jurisdiction at 
the place where the mine is situated or where such 
owner is for the time being resident, be recovered 
by attachment and sale of any movable property 
within the limits of the Magistrate's jurisdiction 
belonging to such owner". 

The Court of Inquiry therefore directs that the expenses 
inclined for the Court of Inquiry, including the expenses for 
the preparation of this report must be recovered from the 
owner of the mine, namely, the Indian Iron & Steel Company 
Tim tied, The expenditure incurred on these accounts will 
be calculated and certified by the Director General of Mines 
Safely, as soon as possible for the consideration of the 
Court of Inquiry. After the expenses are quantified by the 
CourL the same must be deposited by the Indian Iron & 
Steel Co, Ltd. in the Government Treasury, Dhonbad in 
favour of the Central Government, under the appropriate 
head, within six months of the quantification.
